Xewton Free Library. 

At the meeting of tlie trustees of the 
Newton Free Library on Tuesday even- 
ing, tlie usual annual reports were sub- 
j nutted for publication with tho city 
! documents, all of them showing evidence 
of unprecedented success in the various 
departments of library service, both in 
general and public schools interests. 
From the reports of Superintendent J. C. 
Kennedy and the Librarian, Miss Eliza- 
| bet.li P. Thurston, it appears that the 
! library now contains 30,1122 volumes, an 
increase of upwards of 2,000 in 1881). The 
number of volumes circulated during tlie 
last, year was 105,230, averaging nearly 
H.OUO per month; while the present year 
opens witli a circulation of 1 1.242 in 
January alone. These results, which in- 
clude all our city wards, arc largely in 
excess of any previous year, nearly 0,000 
of our city population being now* re- 
gistered as regular applicants for library 
privileges. It is also a matter of interest 
that the reading room, which is supplied 
; with current periodicals and newspapers, 
ns also the reference department of the 
j library, aro becoming more ami more a 
! popular resort for literary research and 
I acquisition.

janitor, Henry J. Mnrskman.

The por- 
trait was most gratefully accepted, and 
the desired iiermissioii to place it upon 
the walls of the Reference department of 
tlie library was cordially granted, as a 
graceful tribute in honor of a truly 
public benefactor,

tin* Gaimnvell omiiqiiiy of this city is about 
to absort the Municipal Police Sigiiul com- 
pany. This would lie tin* usiialcud of sin Ii 
fierce contests as was exhihito I in this city 
last fall, tim stronger company usually 
swallowing tin* weaker, which does not 
very strongly object to the process. There 
is lltth* dltlcrenoo between tin* two systems, 
says tho Boston Transcript, “except in tin* 
mutter of detail ; the general workings are 
tlie same.”

NEWTON C EMETERY 

Tin: VNM'AI. VEETI.VII OF TIIF FOII- 
I’WIATION AT < IT V HAM.. 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation was held at City 
Hall Wednesday evening, and of tlie sev- 
eral hundred members there weie as 
usual but a faithful fifteen present, that 
number constituting a quorum. Presi- 
dent E. B, Haskell presided and the rec- 
ords of tlie last, meeting were read. The 
superintendent read his annual report, in 
which lie stated that gli lots loot been 
sold during the year, making tlm Goal 
number sold 1 1 7 i . The 211 lots brought 
81122. There have been 141 interments 
during the year, making a total of 3:11(11. 
Till! chapel was used six times and the 
receiving tomb 14 times. 5000 days work 
had been done; the Horrigan land 
was graded a' an expense of 81000: the 
soldiers' lot cost *500 to grade; the slope 
near the north pond. $200 ; 57 tablets and 
0 monuments have been erected during 
the year. The superintendent called at- 
tention to the tine appearance of the 
chapel and greenhouses, and paid a high 
compliment to Mr. Matthewson, tlie gar- 
dener. 

The treasurer's report was read from 
which the following figures are taken: 
On hand Jan. 1, 18811, $4240.28; receipts 
from all sources, $37,710.1)5; total expen- 
ditures during the year, $:m.ul8.$4; bal- 
ance on hand, $11.13** 31). The perpetual 
care fluid amounts to $08,028.23. of which 
sum $00,527 53 is invested. Tlie availa- 
ble assets amount to $24,ixi5.$4: liabili- 
ties, $21,014.01; unavailable assets, $15,- 
021.15. 

TIIK TltrsTKKs’ ItKPOItT. 

Tlie trustees take pleasure in reporting 
to the corporation that the year 18M* 
was a reasonably favorable one in the 
history of the cemetery, financially, and 
in relation to the steady improvements 
of the grounds. 

The most important improvement has 
been the grading **f a pleasant part of 
the grounds on tlie southern slope ad- 
joining Beacon street, which largely in- 
creases the assortment of excellent lot ~ 
offered to tlie choice of buyers. 

Considerable work lias been done on 
the northern slope of the hill near tlie 
group of ponds, by which another addi- 
tion to the number of lots for sale was 
made. This work has also made a mark- 
ed improvement in tho appearance of 
the cemetery as tlie visitor sees it upon 
entering. . 

About 45i) lots of 300 feet each are now 
improved and ready for sale, or so near 
it that a few days’ work would finish a 
lot when wanted. This is a larger num- 
ber of eligible lots than we have had 
ready before for some years. 

Twenty-nine lots of 3U0 feet each have 
been sold to thirty-five purchasers during 
the year, the sales amounting to $10,170, 
or about $2000 less than in 1888. when 
the sales were tlie largest on our record. 

The Perpetual Care Fund has been in- 
increased by the amount of $4101). of 
which $'.HI0 was on old lots, and $3200 on 
lots sold during tlie year. This fund 
now amounts to $08,028.33, of which 
, $03,143,33 lias been collected. "“Amount 
invested in real estate mortgages, $06.- 
5*27.53. Tlie balance, $1015.80. is in the 
treasury, awaiting a favorable opportu 
nitv for investment. 

The coupon notes outstanding amount 
j to $10,000, and tlie sinking fund for their 
redemption is $S:!00. Dec. 31, 1888. tlie 
liabilities were in excess of assets by 
$11154.08. Dee. 31, 1880, tlie assets ex- 
ceeded the liabilities by $2091.:!;!. This 
shows a gain of a little over $5000 in „ur 
financial condition for tlie year. 

Tlie next improvement in order is tlie 
extension of Lake avenue around the 
pretty ponds in tin* western part of the 
grounds. This work has already been 
entered upon, and it promises a great 
addition to tlie attractiveness of the 
cemetery. 

The trustees again urgently appeal to 
all lot owners who have not put the pro- 
vision of Perpetual Care on their lots to 
do so at their earliest convenience, as it 
is for their benefit, as well as for the 
general good of the cemetery.

Agreeable to the wishes of Congress- 
man Candler, a Republican caucus to 
nominate a Newtonville postmaster, 
under the Australian ballot system, was 
held in a vacant store iti Leavitt’s block. 
Newtonville, Monday. The caucus call 
was issued by the New tonvil e Republi- 
can ward committee, and only those who 
voted the Republican tickef at tlie last 
national election were allowed to vote. 
The caucus is tlie outcome of a very in- 
teresting controversy between three can- 
didates— Messrs. John It. Turner (the 
present incumbent), a Democrat, and 
('tiarles A. Burgess and E. 8. Colton. 
Republicans. 

Some few months since t lie Republi- 
cans of Newtonville, being desirous 
of settling the question of a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Turner, whose teim of 
oflice expires * Feb. 10, held a largely 
attended caucus in Tremont Hall, called 
under the direction of the Newtonville 
ward committee, at the suggestion of Mr. 
C. B. Coffin, chairman of the Republican 
ward and city committee of Newton. 
This caucus resulted in tlie indorsement 
of Mr. Turner, the present incumbent, 
by a vote of Si’> to 1. Tlie cheok list wa- 
used, and only Harrison Republican- 
allowed to vote. The only other candi- 
date in the field at this time was Mr. E. 
.8. Colton, a Republican and G. A. It. 
man who served with distinction in the 
late war. Mr. Colton’s friends claimed 
that many of the signers of his petition 
*lid not vote in tlie caucus, and that, 
therefore, the result could not be con- 
sidered as an emphatic indorsement of 
the Democratic incumbent. The caucus 
fully demonstrated, however, that New- 
tonville Republicans believed in tlie civ? 
service plank in the Republican platform, 
and that changes in postoffices were not 
desirable for party reasons alone. 

A petition for the re-appointment ot 
Mr. J. B. Turner, signed by 150 represen- 
tative Republicans, was then sent to 
Congressman < audler to be forwarded to 
Washington. A petition signed by about 
tlie same number ill the iuteiest of Mr. 
Colton, was also sent to Mr. Candler. 
Both these petitions finally* found their 
way to the postofliee department together 
with one in the interests of Mr. Charles 
A. Burgess, a Republican, and a more 
recent candidate for tlie Newtonville 
postoffice. Mr. Burgess, it is said, 
brought considerable influence to bea; 
i through liis brother-in-law. Rev. I. 8. 
Jenckes. lector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Indianapolis. The reverend gentleman 
was intimate with President Ilairisott 
and Assistant Postmaster-General Clark 
son. the latter being one of his leading 
parishioners, it was rumored that Rev. 
Mr. Jenckes took occasion to speak a 
few words for Mr. Burgess to the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Clarkson, and received 
their assurances that Mr. Burgess was all' 
i right, liis being the only petition on tile. 

The friends of Mr. Turner and Mr. 

I Colton began to fear that they would be 
| counted out ami renewed efforts were 
made in their behalf. Mr. < . Boa 
Coffin, chairman of the Republican ward 
and city committee of Newton, finally 
went to Washington in the interest e! 
tlie Newtonville Republicans, and the 
postoffice department agreed to delay 
action until after a Republican caucus 
bad been belli under the Australian 
ballot system, Mr. Candler agreeing t<> 
indorse tlie candidate selected by that 
caucus.

It is pleasant to observe that the old 
proverb alsmt necessity being the mother 
of invention lias not lost its force, and 
that tlie threat of a total absence of our 
natural supply of ice is met by tlie de- 
monstration that model'll science will be 
able to make the lack good, if the obsti- 
nate winter weather [lersists in its refusal 
to put in mi appearance where it will do 
Hie most good. 

Tlie unique situation w hich may he de- 
veloped is indicated by an offer of a con- 
cern in New Orleans or Galveston, where 
natural ice in really solid form is an un- 
known article, to furnish New York next 
year with artificial ice ns clear and hard 
as the best ice that was ever turned out 
by tlie severest winter on our northern 
lukes. 

For New Orleans to ship ice to New 
York would lie a greater trade paradox 
than the shipment of coal to Newcastle. 
Y’et the ability to do it successfully lias 
been demonstrated; and, in the ease of 
failure of nature to make ice, the only 
reason why it will not he done will be 
Hint it may lie cheaper to set up tlie ap- 
pliances and make ice in tiic north than 
to shiii (be products of the southern fac- 
tories already established. 

That is wliat has already been an- 
nounced to he done ill thiscity. It is 
interesting to Is? told, as those who have 
investigated tho subject allirm, that the 
ice produced hv artificial process is really 

better and colder Ilian that produced by 

nature, at least in these latitudes. This 
is for the reason that the degree of cold 
which is attained i.i (huarlilieial process 
program laid | r ,m |„. made far lower than that of our 
] winter, and thus the ice bo nuumfne- 
tured with a degree of hardness ami so- 
lidity that leaves the genuine article 
entirely in tlie shade. This conveys tlie 
pleasant as.-tiranee that mint claret 
punch will not lie tepid next summer or 
ice tea an unattainable luxury. — Pitts- 
burg Dispatch.

Tariff Reform In the Grain Fields. 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press, a Re- 
publican newspaper of the highest 
character, lias recently collected a signi- 
ficant bundle of opinions on the question 
of Tariff Reform from the people of the 
Northwest— particularly Minnesota and 
Dakota. It will he remembered that. 
Minnesota gave a very largo Republican 
majority in 1888, but it did it under the 
solemn promise of all the Republican 
spoakors In the campaign, as well as the 
promise of the Republican National Plat- 
form, that the Republican party -would 
reduce the tariff. How that promise 
seems likely to lie fulfilled may be seen 
by the prevailing tone in Washington, 
and especially by the demands for in- 
crease of duties by protected Interests. 
The farmers of the Northwest arc look- 
ing on with great interest. The prices 
of their products are made abroad, where 
they meet the competition of Russia and 
India. They got no benefits from the 
protective policy, but they are taxed on 
nearly everything they consume to swell 
the profits of pampered monopolists. 
No wonder they arc restive. The opin- 
ions gathered lead inevitably to the 
conclusion, on the part of strong and 
leading Republicans in that section, that 
unless the Republican government makes 
a radical reduction of tariff duties, it can 
no longer count on the Northwest. 

Duties oil Wool. 

Mr. Edward I). Page, of the Dry (ioods 
Commission House of Faulkner, Pago & 
Co., Boston and Now York, has prepared 
an interesting paper oil the “The World’s 
Experiences of Wool Duties,” which is 
published by the Massachusetts Tariff 
Reform League.

An examination of tlfose tables leads 
Mr. Page to the following conclusions: 

1. That every country, without excep- 
tion, whose wool manufactures come in- 
to competition with oqrs, enjoys the 
advantage of free wool. 

2. That in the list of free wool states 
are found the largest producers of line 
and medium wools in the world; and per 
contra, that of the list of wool tariff 
countries, only Spain, with an infini- 
tesimal duty, produces wools save those 
of the lowest and cheapest grade. 

3. That in the list of wool tariff 
countries there is not one, save Switzer- 
land, which wo would be content to rank 
with or even near ourselves as fully 
civilized ; and that generally with the 
exception of the United States the 
civilization of eacli nation seetns almost 
to vary inversely with the amount of 
duty collected from the necessity of a 
civilized existence. 

4. That, with tho exception of the 
United States, no country levying tariff 
duties on wool of as much as two cents 
per pound makes any attempt to manu- 
facture the raw material, and that the 
woolen industry of the remaining tariff 
nations may be classed as either primitive 
or insignillonnt. 

6. That the experience of the entire 
civilized world pronounces decisively in 
favor of untaxeu wool to the advantage 
of both manufacturers ami growers.

And 
now, — 1 ineatl no disrespect to a people 
whom 1 admire for their military punv- 
css, their line ails, among which culinary 
skill is not the least, their literature, 
their social amenities and gunoiul intel- 
ligence,— and now Mr. Diugley tells iik 
that because France is hiring her people 
wlm are so pie eminent on their natural 
element, the luinl, to become what God 
never intended them to lie on the sea, the

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NOISE AND PATRIOTISM. 

It is curious to see what ideas peo- 
ple have; in the comm m council oil 
Monday night, for instance, some of the 
members argued that to omit ringing the 
bells for a half hour three times a day on 
Washington’s birthday, would show a 
lack of patriotism, and might have a bad 
inti notice on the using generation. This 
is on the theory that the man who makes 
the most noise is the biggest patriot, 
and to carry out the argument to its le- 
gitimate conclusion, if Newton wished to 
be really patriotic it would have the 
bells rung all day long. It is strange 
liow these old customs linger in some 
places. The general ringing of bells 
was not a bad one, when the town was 
thinly settled, and the loud notes came 
softened by a mile or more of distance. 
But as the population increased, witli 
hundreds of families in the immediate 
vicinity of the hells, the custom has 
been given up in many places, except on 
the Fourth of July, the one day that is 
dedicated to noise of every kind. It was 
omitted last year in Newton, also, hut 
this year there ;ims been a revival of 
“patriotism," and we have gone hack to 
the primitive custom. 

Citizens will again have an opportuni- 
ty to find out how long a half hour can 
be made. Residents in Newton Corner 
are perhaps the worst sufferers, as two 
wards come together, and the several 
bells do not blend in a nrttuner exactly 
productive of harmony, so that the re- 
sulting discord is enough to make ner- 
vous people wish that Washington had 
never been born. If the single hells 
could he dispensed with in both wards, 
and the chimes of Grace church be made 
to give some patriotic tunes instead, the 
custom would be an agreeable one. It 
may not yet he too late to have some 
such arrangement made, to tide us over 
this holiday. Displaying flags is proper 
and patriotic, Imt there is no noise about 
such si celebration, ;iud so it is not as 
popular as the ringing of hells. It is 
not enough to he patriotic, we must 
deafen people with proclaiming it. for 
fear that they will not giro us sill the 
•credit that we think we deserve. 


Thk Boston Traveller does not like

Newton is always fortunate in 
(lie kind of mull it secures to manage 
city affairs, and the present administra- 
tion is no exception to the rule. 


1 1 is interesting to note that the win- 
dow glass manufacturers, who have 
formed a trus*., have advanced prices live 
per cent, with another advance of ten 


per cent, after five days, and probably 
another advance after March (Hit. Every 
man who builds a house or occupies one 
w ill contribute to the profits of the asso- 
I elation. Window glass is highly pro- 
1 tooted, and the theory is that home com- 
petition will reduce the price so that the 
cost to consumers will not he increased 
by the tariff. Tlie manufacturers ap- 
prove of the theory, and like the other 
associations combine together and force 
up prices to tlie highest point the public 
will stand. It is a very nice arrange- 
ment foi the manufacture is and the con- 
sumer can console himself that lie is 
helping to build up a very handsome for- 
tune for someone else to enjoy. 

Thk Boston Journal's Newton corres- 
pondent stated in his report of the New- 
tonvillo caucus that “Mr. Candler prom- 
ised to secure the appointment of the 
candidate who should have the most 
votes." Mr. Candler did nothing of the 
kind, lie promised to recommend the ap- 
pointment of the candidate who had the 
most votes, which is a vory different 
i thing, sis a number of congressmen have 
i found who have had their recommenda- 
tions disregarded. We have no doubt 
' that Mr. Candler will do his host to 
secure Mr. Turner's reappointment, but 
■ First Assistant Postmaster General 
) Clarkson is against hint, and so is Secre- 
tary Halford, which may tr.akc trouble, 
although a gloat injustice will he done 
to the people of Xewtonvillc if Mr. Tur- 
ner is not appointed. 

Thk Home Market Club have passed a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Candler for his 
courageous work in Congress in favor of 
the club's amendments, against the lte- 
j publican majority, and will now move 
on the Senate, to have their other recom- 
mendations inserted in the bill. It takes 

some courage for a New England Con- 
gressman to stand tip for tiie interests of 
his section, against the united majority 
led by Pennsylvania and Ohio. If in the 
Senate Messrs. Hoar and Dawes show as 
much interest in these amendments as 
they have in the effort to displace Col- 
lector Siltonstall, the Home Market 
Club’s suggestions will he adopted. 


Thk Boston Journal is very amusing in 
is efforts to apologize for the summary 
removal of Collector Saltonstall. without 
cause, and in violation of civil service 
reform. It gives as the excuse, that it is 
tlie custom to call upon tlie Boston col- 
lectin' to n sp oul for tlie President at 
public dinners, and Mr. SnltonstaU's 
rising to respond would "he a servere 
strain to the propriety of even a Boston 
audience.” Tlie public dinners of the 
next three months must he very im- 
portant ones to call for such violation of 
campaign pledges. 

Tiie state senate saw its mistake in 
striking out the civil service reform part 
in the navy-yard resolutions, and lias 
adopted an even stronger one than was 
sent to it from the house.

Natural History Society. 

The regular monthly meeting of this 
society was held last Monday evening in 
Eliot Lower Hall. Several new members 
were elected, including Prof. Ridgeway 
of the Smithsonian Institution at Wash- 
ington as honorary member. Dr. .1. K. 
Frisbie described the formation of the 
lake basins of Ontario, Superior and oth- 
ers of that region. These were formed 
by subsidence, and their borders, where 
tlie fractures through the earth crust 
took place, show abundant evidences of 
volcanic and eruptive action. These 
subsidences began near tin* end ot the 
lluronion formation and continued per- 
haps through the Cambrian and Silurian. 

Tlie bed of Lake Superior lies some 
000 feet below the water surface at the 
mouth of tlie St. Lawrence. The abund- 
ance of metaliferous veins in that region 
prove the profoundness of the changes 
that there took place. At tlie mouth of 
the Niagara River was an immense frac- 
ture. The lied of Lake Ontario subsided 
and the western side was upheaved, thus 
giving Niagara Falls one of tlie grandest 
falls iu the world. By the erosive action 
of the river the Falls lia « retreated sev- 
en miles, and in time \Mll become merely 
rapids. Tlie sw.rliug waters and the 
whirlpools ate caused by huge masses of 
the rock undermined and broken oil the 
face of the Falls now, partially blocking 
up the Niagara River. Prof. ,s. K. War- 
ren described the delta at the mouth of 
the great livers, and illustrated by a 
drawing on the blackboard, of a delta in 
ininiutuic, as ohs -ned by ni nr on one of 
the streets ot Newton. Here, the line 
earth had been washed by the rain 
nn to the street and spread it out tan 
shaped. Subsequent running water had 
worn little channels through this deposit, 
giving the geneiaf appearance ot the 
many mouths by which a great river 
empties its wnteis into the ocean. 

The paper o! the evening was l»y ITof. 
C. >. Maynard on Evolution and of 
course Dirwinism. Il was a masterly 
production, giving the general ideas of 
Darwin and others lollmving him, as 
well as .i description of his own investi- 
gations in North America and the tVuat 
indies, lit; illustrated Ids paper by nu- 
merous drawings on the blackboard, 
charts, marine plants, shells, and birds. 
He showed that types were lew and 
that variations were abundant; that a 
tew birds or animals iu isolated .situa- 
tions or under conditions dilfcrcul from 
their progenitors might change so as to 
appear as vuiictics or even diU'creut 
species; that under certain e nmitions 
there may be a revision to earlier types 
— as lor instance the dittcrcnt varieties 
ol, pigeons might 0 invert hack to the 
wild rock pigeon, the real progenitor of 
them all. By the aid of drawings he 
showed the evolution of the foot ol the 
horse from the small live-toe I horse less 
than two feet high, up to the single toed 
horse of larger size and height, such as 
we now have. He also referred to the 
long established fact that nature dwin- 
dles an organ, no longer needed, to 
merely a rudimentary appendage. He 
exhibited several birds and among them 
a frigate or mau-of- war-bird, whose 
powers of flight are so great that it is 
said it can lake its breakfast in America 
and its suppei in Africa. The whole 
lecture was full ol tacts and information 
which was highly enjoyed by the audi- 
ence.

Tlie prices of t lie Davis coin sale were 
again good yesterday. Colonial issues 
reached the highest figures. A New 
York doubloon of 1787 brought 8-150; a 
set of three Maryland coins, a shilling, a 
sixpence and a groat, one of w hicli bore 
the bust of Lord Baltimore, $09 each; a 
New England shilling of Massachusetts, 
$43.50, and a pine tree shilling of 1053, 
$11.35. A Carolina halfpenny' , 1004, sold 
for .$37, and a New York cent of 1780, 
with a bust of Governor Clinton and 
the motto, "Non vi virtute vici. ’sold for 
$30. 

Tho best price for a dime was $11 for 
the issue of 1833, with four stars. Dimes 
of 1804 and 1811 brought $35 apiece. A 
half dime of 1802 sold for $170. The 
collectors and some dealers attending 
the sale were indignant ut the threatened 
seizure by the secret service authorities 
of some counterfeits of rare colonial 
coins. The originals of these coins, they 
say, are not now redeemable by any 
government, and tho counterfeits were 
only struck for scientific purposes, and 
nro of value only to numismatists. — 
New York Tribune.

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TARANTULA AGAINST CENTIPEDE. 

flomo Iiit«i*«*NtiiiK Itutlle* ItHwci'ii Venom* 
our iumI Ferocious Crentureii. 

Oii<- tiftt-moon last, week tlrere was n 
large! and interested crowd of amuse- 
ment seekers in and in front of I lie large 
side windows of Knox & Van Moron's 
drug store. Several davs liefore I wo 
centipedes, one large and the other 
small, were la-ought Into the store, and 
also a tarantula. They wore lei t, in sep- 
arate receptacles, and all alive. 

On this particular afternoon il was de- 
termined to see how l he animals would 
act when placed together. A layer of 
sand about an inch thick was spread 
over the bottom of a glass globe, and 
first (lie two centipedes were dropped in 
and with them a horned toad. Ilis 
majesty with the horns took no part in 
the trouble which disturbed the other 
two. lie seemed to be acting simply as 
the referee of the light. The two centi- 
pedes cqtiwled over him and rolled over 
hiui, but hardly awakened his sleepy 
nature. 

Not so the others. They circled two or 
three times around the glolio and finally 
came in each other's way. Each desired 
to crawl over the other, and the battle 
began. It was short, but it was exciting. 
No two pugilists ever went after each 
other with more vim or more apparent 
determination to do euch other harm 
than did these two centipedes. Their 
catlike claws were repeatedly imbedded 
in each other's bodies, but the smaller 
one could not stuml the strain, and when 
they came together for tluj third time, 
about two minutes after they were first 
put in, they clinched and wound nhout 
each other, keeping their claws going in 
scissor fashion upon each other's bodies 
until the smaller centipede dropped out, 
dead. 

The body was taken out of the globe, 
and Boon, after tho tarantula w as dropped 
in. Tho centipede bad not had lime lo 
recover any strength after his battle with 
his fellow, and hisstinghad lost its death 
dealing qualities, so that this battle was 
also short. The l wo animals closed only 
twice when tho forceps of the tarantula 
crushed through the head of the larger 
centipede, and lie died quickly. The ta- 
rantula had apparently received no in- 
jury, and he looked mad enough lo have 
fought a whole regiment of centipedes. 

One of the company who bad watched 
the two battles, impressed with the way 
the centipede fought in the first battle, 
ventured the assertion that thecentipede 
was the better fighter. He knew where 
one could lie obtained and In- went after 
it; meanwhile the crowd wailed. When 
he returned he brought a centipede near- 
ly four and a half inches long. It was 
immediately dropped into (he globe, 
and the light, which was then begun, 
lasted for fully three-quarters of all hour, 
and was exceedingly savage while it 
lasted. The tarantula did most of the 
lighting, but after the first attack invari- 
ably got the worst of tho round. 

Tho tarantula lights with a pair of 
pinchers, which ure thrust out just be- 
low or from the lower part of the head. 
These are very hard, and strong enough 
to leave marks upon a lead )>encil. .The 
centipedo fights with the double lino of 
cat liko claws which are ranged in rows 
along the side of the body. In lighting 
the tarantula spreads himself out, and, 
after backing away after the manner of 
a crawfish until he cun get no further, 
springs upon the enemy, thrusting out 
tho pinchers and grasping whatever por- 
tion of the body of the enemy comes 
within reach. 

In the battle in the gloho thetwocame 
together for a dozen or more rounds, 
breaking away and returning totheop- 
positesideof the globe at the close of 
each. Finally the two catno together 
and the centipede seemed to get the hold 
he had been looking for, and the taran- 
tula's body was quickly wrapped up in 
the fold of the armed body of its oppo- 
nent. Meanwhile the hundred claws of 
the centipede were working rapidly and 
with such effect that the life of the ta- 
rantula was soon over. The victorious 
centipede did not come out unscathed, 
as the forceps of the tarantula had 
pierced his body in live places, from 
which the black life fluid was running, 
lie survived the kittle only a few hours. 
— San Diego Union.

Ac- 
cordingly he returned them lo the tailor, 
asking that Ids money be refunded, i 
This the defendant refused to do, and 
ofTered to alter the clothes so that they 
would fit. or else make the plniiit iff a 
new suit. But the plaint itr would not 
accept the oifer, saying that “bo bad no 
more time lo be experimented on.” 
Counsel for tlte plaintiff claimed tiiat 
when the latter left the order for tho 
clothes it was witii the understanding 
that they were to prove satisfactory , and 
that the defendant had received his part 
of the lint-gain, while the plaintiff had 
got no return. 

Tho judge, who seems to tie a second 
Solomon, said ho thought that when n 
tailor made any article of clothing for a 
person it was generally understood that 
it wns to bo a good lit. The tailor could 
have had the customer try on the cloth- 
ing as many times as lie chose in older 
to have it right, but as soon ns the cloth- 
ing was completed the contract wns at 
an end. In view of this fact lie said he i 
would linve to decide in favor of the 
plaintiff for a recovery in full of tho 
money paid the defendant on tho clothes. 
A similar decision here might prove 
ruinous to the sartorial fraternity, but 
would be highly satisfactory to the wear- 
ers of thiM>ceentrir garments which some 
of them place on their unfortunate cus- 
tomers.

Dr. Seluiittflcr — thut was 
Emin's name lieforo liis conversion to 
the Mohammedan religion — was the 
guest in Itstllt of Ismail Pasha, governor 
of Erzerouin. When the latter w us sent 
to Scutari Dr. Sohnilzler accompanied 
him to bis new residence, and also later 
to Trebizond and Constantinople, where 
Ishtnuil Pasha died in 1871). The doctor 
then embraced lsluiiiisiu, married tiie 
wife of Ids U-itefootor, Emiuc lliiiium, 
aud took the name of Emin. 

After staying some time longer in 
Constantinople Emin went to Stettin, in 
Germany, taking with him liis wife and 
her four children by her former lius- 
bund. One day Emin went to Neisse to 
attend a relative’s wedding, and since 
Hit'll lit 1 bus sent no tidings of himself to 
bis wife, who was left with her children 
in extreme poverty. More t him this he 
curried away w ith him Ids w ife's jewels, 
worth more than $20,000. These be sold 
to get money with wliloll to go to Egypt, 
whence lie readied the Soudan, the cra- 
dle of bis celebrity. — Transatlantic.

made. Tlie enlargement of tlie store some 
three years ago and the consequent in- 
crease of the attractions offered to the 
public resulted in a great increase of busi- 
ness. and Mr. Bacon will continue to serve 
the interests of the public, by making it 
unnecessary for Newton Indies to go to 
Boston to trade. Tlie business of the firm 
lias an Interesting history and it is the oldest 
! established store in Newton or vicinity 
that has always been in the hands of one 
family. It was first started in 1821 
, ky Mr. Joseph Bacon, grandfather of 
jibe present proprietor. His son, Mr. 
Joseph X. Bacon purchased it in 1837 and 
managed it for 13 years. Tlie store lias 
always been in the same location, but in 
1840 Mr. Bacon built the new store, the 
foundation of which serves for tlie block 
: erected some three years ago. In 1837, Mr. 

! llacon was appointed postmaster, and was 
; the fourth postmaster Newton hud. tlie 
office having tlie magnificent salary of >40 a 
1 year, though it gave tlie postmaster the 
privilege of franking his own letters, 
which as postago to Boston was 10 cents, to 
j New York 37 1-2 was quite an item. The 
post office under its first three postmasters, 

I John II. Richardson, Chns. J. Fames, and 
W. B. Ncw'on, was located on the site of 
the Graphic office. Mr. Bacon removed 
It to his store, where it flourished amidst 
the dry goods, groceries, and miscellaneous 
1 stock that went to make up an old-fusliion- 
ed country store. Mr. Bacon in 1S42 was 
I removed from office because he was 
i suspected of being an abolitionist, but lie 
was not, although he was an earnest free 
soiler. in 1847 he sold out the business to 
his brother, Mr. George W. Bacon, who 
was connected with it until his death in 
1872. Mr. Francis Murdock entered, the 
store in 1R51 as a clerk and became a junior 
partner in 18ii7. At tlie death of Mr. 
Bacon, Mr. Murdock became owner of the 
business and afterwards admitted Mr. J. 
Henry Bacon, the present proprietor, into 
partnership, the firm also conducting a store 
at West Newton. After about five years, 
Mr. Bacon retired and went to Minneapolis 
anil Mr. Murdock conducted the business 
alone. In the early war of the year the 
grocery part of the business was sold to 
i Abram Thomas, a predecessor of (!. I” 
Atkins. A little over two years ago, Mr. 
J. Henry Bacon returned from the west, 
and became manager of the business, 
Mr. Murdock retaining his connection 
with it until the present mouth, giving him 
a successful experience of ;t:i years In the 
dry goods business in Newton. The store 
has always been ill high esteem with New- 
ton people, and it never stood higher 
than at the present time. To show some of 
the changes since it was first started, the 
original proprietor had to mail lii> letters 
either nt Lower Falls or at Watertown, 
there being no post office nearer than those 
| two places.

The IJ. A S.’s Boston Depot. 

To the Editor of the Gka I' lllr. 

A iccent iasne of (he .Boston Tran- 
script contained this psi agr.ipli : 

A good many people w old like to 
know just when Preaidcnt Bliss of tlie 
Boston A- Albany road intends to irtiihi 
tlie new depot on Exeter street. Tlie 
interest in this movement of course in- 
creases continually. 

This is doubtless the truth, or would 
he if Newton real estate owners thought 
seriously, or at all, about a matter which 
concerns them so much, for should the 
starting point for Newton t rains he 
moved to Exeter street, it would certain- 
ly cause a depreciation in value of cvery 
liouse and every foot of land in the Now- 
tons, for who would think of settling in 
a neighborhood to reach which you had 
to make a half hour's journey each wav- 
daily to and from tlie cars, making total 
time consumed in going and comii g from 
house to office of about two hours a day 
, and at an added expense of ten cents 
daily for horse and electric cars, whicli 
must tie used to reach Exeler street. 

1 In this way necessary journeys would 
consume twelve hours' time every week. 
To this must be added occasional extia 
trips to theatres, concerts, lectures, etc., 
and all together too big a slice to be 
taken or given up out of our lives. 

If the directors of the B. & A. R. K. 
make this move they will rue it and find 
I by it that they have killed the goose 
whicli lays for them golden eggs— the 
' subuiban business which Mr. Chapin's 
management and liberality did so much 
to build up. 

And, as there seems to be some danger 
of this thing, J think a meeting of the 
citizens of Newton should be called at 
once to protest against it or they may 
; find the matter settled in a disastrous 
way for them . 

With the ease with which electric roads 
promise before long to make any of Bos- 
j ton's many picturesque suburbs quickly 
accessible for a five cent fare and with- 
1 out change of cars or long waits at either 
end of the route, the prosperity of New- 
ton would surely be very badly affected 
] by a removal of the Boston station to 
Exeter street. 

It is intimated that the new depol 
would be used only for through trace' 
and that suburban trains would stil 
start from Kneeiand street. But who 
believes that such an arrangement would 
long continue even if made at first. 

That tlie business has outgrown tlie 
present terminus is admitted — it had 
outgrown it before tlie present station 
was built, but the proper remedy must 
seem to be not its removal to the "Back 
Bay” but to enlarge where it is, by tak- 
ing in the street east of it and the buibi- 
mgs which front ou it and which iav V 
tiveen tlie B. & A. aud O. C. depots. 

It would cost something to do this of 
course, but let them sell the Exeter 
street land (if not needed for empty cars) 
which would go a good way towards tlie 
| expense of enlaigement, 'if it did nor 
leave money to spare, so the enlarge- 
ment would cost practically nothing, but 
even should it be an expensive under- 
taking it would surely pay good interest 
i in time through tlie increase oi suburban 
j business it would bring. k. l. 

Storage Battery Cars. 

The Electric road between Beverly 
and Danvers was opened for traffic about 
tlie first of last Oct. the system employed 
being that of tlie Union Electric Car Co., 
and the method of propulsion by means 
of storage Batteries. The road is :l 1-2 
miles long and is an almost continuous 
line of heavy grades and curves with not 
more than 300 feet of level track in the 
whole route. Some of tlie grades are as 
high as S per cent, thoroughly testing the 
efficiency of tlie Storage Battery to 
siii mount heavy grades, make time and 
show that this method of propulsion is 
to be relied upon botli as to its ability to 
make excellent time, and in the economy 
of running expenses. The equipment at 
present consists of tw o handsome box 
cars. Tlie cars are geared with the 
Union Electric I 'ar Co's, patent gearing 
and are enclosed in tb-nr dust proof eases. 
These cases are partly tilled nilhoilso 
that tlie gears mu in .i b.itli of oil and 
are almost free from friction. A gear 
recently taken from one of these cat- 
after running 2,500 miles, was found to 
have been so tree I'tvim friction that tlie 
marks of the tool that shaped the ge.ii > 
were still to be seen, there being practi- 
cally no wear upon tlie gears, ciacli ear 
is provided w itli (2) tw o sets of batteries, 
each set being capable of propelling tlie 
ear .VI miles, and when one set is ex- 
hausted it only requires four minutes to 
exchange them tor a charged set giving 
the ear power for 50 more miles. One of 
tlie important features of the Uuiou 
Electric Car Co's, system is the charging 
back device, thus utilizing the power 
otherwise Ins. in slowing, stopping or 
holding tlie car in going over down 
grades, at the same time scouring perfect 
and complete control of the ear through 
the switch which is placed ou the dash 
hoard ou each end of the car, giving the 
driver a double safeguard by means of 
tlie mechanical band brake and tlie 
safety switch. Tho cost of equipment- 
by the Storage Batteries is claimed to b. 
less than by the overhead system, while 
the tunning expenses have been shown 
to lie but .04 t-o to ,U’> vents per mile loi 
eavli car. It will be remeiuheied that 
ibis system of propulsion was urged in 
Newton at the time an electric load " i- 
agitated, ami a franchise given to an 
overhead system. The Beverly ami 
Dauvers electric street Railway has been 
iu operation now almost five mouths, 
and lias uever failed to perform its work 
to tlie entire satisfaction of tlie public, 
the stockholders amt directors of (bo 
road. The tracks "ill be extended in, 
tlie spring both iu Beverly and Dauvris 
The road is opeu to truffiu aud makes 
uiue trips per day per car, and anyone 
wishing to inspect the sy.-t, in will find i 
at alt times iu practical operation ami 
cars running ou schedule time.

Perhaps the most inteiestiug report is 
that from the Unitarian society : —“We 
have no ditfi nlty in keeping our pledge, 
which is the ‘Iron Clad.' Our success is 
so true that the church member- have 
adopted a plan of holding similar meet- 
ings, conducted by the pastoi. Another 
inteiestiug feature is that several boys 
belonging to the society have formed 
themselves iiPo a band, to assist a few 
poor families, which they have done 
most generously.” 

From still another society conn s the 
word, “we are confident our society is 
doing good work, that it is a success, and 
hy the grace of Hod we shall make it 
more so. We also feel encouraged w hen 
the report comes that persons outside 
the church su> they would rather miss 
any other service than the meetings held 
by the Uhristian Endeavor society.” 

A nourishing sew ing school was carried 
on among some poor children during the 
summer I y one of our societies, w hile 
their Mower committee have done good 
work in providing flowers for the 
church: prayer-meeting* are well mis 
tained, and interesting missionary ad- 
dresses have been heard through the 
efforts of their missionary committee. 

May the Mastei bless each of these so- 
cieties in their individual work, that it 
may progress and increase, redounding

Electrode— -A pole of a battery. 

Power — The rate of doing work. 

Pole— The terminal of a generator. 
Candle— A unit of illuminating power. 
Anode — The positive pole of a battery. 
Farad— The unit of electrical capacity. 
Armature— Thu revolving arm of an 
electric generator. 

Circut— The path along w hich an elec- 
tric current travels. 

Cell— The vessel in which chemical ac- 
tion produces electricity. 

Electro motive Force— The power that 
constitutes or moves electricity. 

Positive -The point of a generator 
where the positive current leaves it. 

Resistance—' The opposition that a cur- i 
rent meets in tiavorsing a conductor. 

Dynamo— Machine for converting me- j 
chauical power into electrical energy. 

Coulomb— The unit of dynamic quan- 
tity represented by o.ne ampere of cur- 
rent. 

Watt— The units of electrical power 
represented by one volt multiplied hy j 
one ampere. 

Commutator— Tho collector of the elec- j 
tricity generated, and from which the j 
lluid is taken by brushes. 

Condenser— An arrangement for col- I 
looting a large quantity of electricity on a 
small surface. 

• Conductivity— The comparative ability 
of a substance to convey a current of j 
electricity. 

Potential— Appliablo electro-motive j 
force, corresponding to pressure or head ! 
in hydraulics. 

Conductor — Conveyors of the electric I 
current, silver being the best, and copper 
next, in conductivity. 

Core— The iron that becomes magneti- 
zed in an electro-magnet. In helix, this 
iron is of the softest kind. 

Volt— The unit of electro-motive force. 
One vcflt will force one ampere of current 
through one ohm of resistance. 

Galvanometer--An instrument for meas- 
uring an electric current and for detect- 
ing tho presence of electricity. 

Brush— The copper string which con- 
nects with the commutator of a dynamo 
and gathers the electricity for the con- 
ductors. 

J tile— The union of the heat and work 
which is expended in forcing one coul- 
omb through one ohm. It equals .7373 
foot pound. 

Magnet— A magnetized piece of iron or 
steel, capable of attracting iron or steel 
bodies, and of inducting electric currents. 

Arc — The space between the points of 
carbons in an electric light or lamp which 
is bridged by the current represented by 
the Hume. 

Ohm— The unit of resistance represen- 
ted hv the resistance through which one 
ampere of current will How at a pressure 
of one volt electro-motive force. 

Hoise Power, Electrical— A unit of pow- 
er equalling 740 watts of electrical ener- 
gy.

Accumulator— Storage of secondary 
battery* 111 which electricity has been 
carried and has been converted into chem- 
ical energy, b. ing re-transformed into 
electricity when the battery is put to 
use for the purposo of furnishing energy 
or light. 

Electro-magnet— The soft iron core a- 
roiiud which insulated wire is wound.* 
It become* highly magnetized when the 
current is sent through the coil, and is 
much more powerful than a permanent 
magnet, hut its magnetism is lost when 
the current is broken. 

Ampere — Tho unit of the strength of 
the current per second, it represents, 
perhaps, the volume of electricity, and 
its value is the quantity of the fluid 
which Mows per second through otic ohm 
of resistance when impelled hy one volt 

• >f electro-motive force. 

Insulators— Substances possessing high 
resistance, such as glass, vulcanized rub- 
ber, paraffine, etc. When covering a wire 
along which an electric current is pass- 
ing it prevents loss of power by conduc- 
tion, and makes the wires heavily charg- 
ed safer for handling. 

Induction— The property hy which one 
body having electrical, galvanic, or mag- 
netic polarity causes it oi induce* it in 
another body without having actual con- 
tact. Ill other words, an impress or mo- 
lecular force or conditions from one body 
on another without direct contact. An 
electric currents in a wire iuduc.es cur- 
rent in conductors parallel to it.— Boston 
Transcript.

people’s cause : if they will speak their; 
minds to then representatives the 
schemes of t lie spoilsmen w ill be prompt- 
ly brought to naught, autl, in the words 
of the Republican platform. The dan* 
gers to free institutions which lurk in the i 
power of official patronage may lie w isely 
and eft eel tially avoided.”

Ohio nntl Massachusetts 

A social Science club interested in the 
Tariff asked the Home Market club and 
the Tariff Reform League to send them 
speakets to represent their respective 
views on the subject of “A Tariff for 
Revenue Only versus a Protective Tar- 
iff.” The daily press has given an ac- 
count of the debate, and we wish only to 
note one word from the representative 
of the Home Market club. lie had been 
speaking of the demand in New England 
for free iron-ore, and thought it unfair 
that Oliver Ames, who could export 
shovels to every quarter of the globe, 
should complain of a tax on his raw ma- 
terials. “And if you have free iron,” 
said he, with every power of voice, face 
and gesture used to its utmost, “you 
must have free shovels!” 

So Massachusetts echoes Ohio in this 
poor puerile threat. Delano says, “Free 
wool means free woolens,” and now the 
Homo Market Club says, “Free Iron 
means free goods.” When people begin 
to put threats in place of arguments, 
their case seems as hopeless to them- 
selves as lo others. As for free shovels, 
why should they be a curse?

Protection and Priiuts 

The California fruit growers have 
asked Congress to increaso the duty on 
prunes from 1 cent to .1 cents per pound; 
or from ovot :!0 per cent to nearly lilt) 
per cent advalorein. Congress, “ill its 
wisdom,” seems likely to dodge the Tar- 
iff this session; and the poor prune pro- 
ducers will have to struggle on with a 
poor :i<) per cent protection. 

The demand, however,, is thoroughly 
in accord with the Protectionist Policy, 
and on this ground we shall take some 
time ami spaco to examine into the prob- 
able results of the increase, if it ever 
should be granted. Wo say probable re- 
sults. no one can foretell the actual out- 
come of such a change, but with’ present 
facts and conditions clearly beforo us, 
the future is not entirely void and un- 
known. 

Now what are the facts and conditions 
as to prunes? First, then, that they 
form an important food supply for the 
miners and the poorer laboring classes. 
Their cheapness and wholosonienoss are 
causes sufficient to account for this. 
The price of the importation of 1880 
abroad was about :l cents per pound. A 
duty of 1 cent per pound, and the addi- 
tion of importers, wholesalers, and re- 
tailers protits would make the price to 
consumers II cents and upwards. At (1 
cents per pound then the laboring people 
of the United States bought and con- 
sumed some tit) to 70 millions of pounds 
of prunes last year. The increase of 
duty asked for by the Californians would 
add just fifty per cent, on the average to 
the present price of cheap imported 
prunes. The miner's wife goes to the 
store with just 18 cents to buy prunes 
with, and finds that she can get only 
two pounds insted of three. Does she 
take from her pocket 0 cents more and 
get a third pound? The II cents ought to 
be there— put there by the magic Tariff! 
But shu cannot lind it, and she takes 
home her two pounds. Adding more 
water and giving Lhe children smaller 
"helps” will make them last the week 
through. And thousands id’ wives and 
mothers will do this, must doit, if the 
California Fruit Union can make its 
wishes law. Ami the fruit men on llio 
Pacific coast receive no benelit from 
this, for these people do not and cannot 
liny California prunes, the high price ab- 
solutely forbids. 

But, secondly, there are people who 
buy California prunes, and pay for them 
too— 20, IKK), 000 pounds last year. This 
industry that needs so much protection 
has disposed of its product in our East- 
ern markets at a higher price than our 
small importation of tine French prunes 
has brought. A higher duty would 
doubtless shutout the French prunes, but 
it is as likely that the buyers of the 
French fruit would bo content with the 
liner grades of Turkish prunes as that 
they would pay the higher price for the 
California product. 

Thirdly, from 18811 to 181)0 the prune 
iudustTy has maintained itself, and why 
it is necessary now to triple the govern- 
ment aid is very hard to see. If too 


many have g»ne into the raising of 
prunes and profits are small, let some of 
them fail and go into some other busi- 
ness. Let them fail! Why not? Is 
government to bolster up an unprofita- 
ble industry by compelling the laboring 
people to eke out their soanly meals hv 
watering their prunes and giving smaller 
“helps." Isn’t it abbot time th it some- 
body besides the working people bad 
smaller “helps?”

grown system of such examinations. As j 
well might he inveigh against our I 
alphabet because the Chinese have long i 
had a cumbersome alphabet of their | 
own, or against the use of gunpowder 
because it was first used in China, or 
decline to carry a Winchester rifle be- 
cause jingals have long been known in 
j the East. Again, be rails at the system 
as ‘English,’ and as tending to produce 
an ‘office-holding aristocracy.’ Of course 
lie does not believe these arguments; he 
can’t, and retain his sanity. While Eng- 
land was a purely aristocratic community 
j the spoils system flourished far more 
rankly than ever it did here; and it is 
! only since England has begun to take 
giant strides towards democracy that 
she has introduced the merit system, 
which the founders of our own Republic 
regarded as the only one worthy of a free i 
and high-minded nation. A system 
which opens tho public service to all ' 
men, of whatever rank in life, who prove , 
themselves most worthy to enter it, and | 
which retains them in office only so long 
as they serve the public with honesty, j 
efficiency, and courtesy, is in its very 
essence democratic; whereas, on the ' 
contrary, the spoils system — which still ! 
remains in most European kingdoms, 
and reaches its fullest development under 
the despotic government of Russia— is 
essentially undemocratic, in that it treats 
tho public service not as the property of 
1 the whole people, to lie administered 
solely in their interests, but as a bribery 
chest for tho benefit of a few powerful 
individuals, or groups of individuals, 
who use it purely in the spirit of per- 
sonal or political favoritism.”

tor Saltonstall, one of Newton's promi- 
nent citizens. He is admitted to have 
been one of the best collectors Boston i 
ever had, and to have strictly lived up to ! 
what might he called the moral duties of j 
the position. Placed in office ns an ex- 
ponent of the civil service reform princi- ! 
pies advocated by his party in the cam- 
paign, lie considered that honor obliged j 
him to live up to them, and that cam- 1 
paign pledges were just as binding on an | 
honest man as any other pledges.

then promptly removed, nod Mr. Beard 
appointed. Such petty politics has been | 
very sharply denounced b.i leading lie- 
publicans, and even if Mr. Beard should 
.turn over his whole salary to the party

After hiaelectiun there came such 
a season of prosperity that the people 
thought it was too good for them and 
they changed back tojfree trade with the j 
most disastrous results. The only great 
free trade country ill the world is Great 
Britain: which protects its manufactur- 
ers to tho greatest extent possible. She 
forces the people of China, India and 
Africa to open their nnrkcts for the 
benefit of her manufacturers, and now 
she is trying to accomplish the same 
tiling here, it is protection only that 
will keep her out of this country. Pres- 
ident Cleveland did a wise thing when 
he made his attack on the wool growers 
rather than the manufacterors. By pre- 
tending to favor ttie manufacture's he 
prevented the antagonism of the Now j 
England states. England’s supremacy 
as a manufacturing country depends | 
largely on her cheap coal and iron. 
While this condition of affairs exists the j 
only hope for our industries is a high 
tariff which will keep our markets to 
ourselves. 

Judging from this Mr. Claflin is in fa- 
vor of free coal and iron, for if England 
owes her supremacy to having those raw- 
materials free, it would be an excellent 
tiling for this country also, to have them 
as cheap as possible. 


Last week it was the window glass \ 
manufacturers who had formed a combi- j 
nation and advanced prices 15 per cent, | 
with the announced intention of putting 
on another 20 per cent advance in the 
spring. This week it is the starch man- 
ufacturers; all the important factories 
save one are said to have been bought , 
up by a syndicate, back of whom is an 
association of English capitalists. The 
object is to limit production and control 
prices, and soon there will be an advance 
iu the cost of this article to every coil- 1 
sinner. The starch trust may not be 
able to extort so much from (lie pockets I 
of tlie people as the sugar tiust lias 
doue, hut it will not be for lack of tho t 
will to do it. Tile consumer seems to i 
lie helpless against these combinations 
to lille his pocket-hook, and Congress 
appears to be mi the side of the trust 
every time, as the ways and means com- 
mittee have just voted to increase the 
duty on window glass. One of the chief i 
glass manufacturers boasted before the 
recent advance that they had lixed Con- 
gress all right. This suggests that it! 
would nut be a bad idea for the cousum- 1 
ers to h ive some representatives in Cun- ' 
gress, to look after their interests. it 
does not look well to sec the combines 
and Congress play into each others bauds 
so openly, and tin- fable of the goose 
which laid the golden eggs should lie 
recalled to tlieii minds. 


Tin. Woolen Manufacturers have peti- 
tioned the state legislature to memori- 
alize Congress to remove the duly on 
raw wool, fin the benefit of the domestic 
wool grower and the manufacturer, and 
they might have added, fur the consumer 
as well. They say that the United States 
is Hie only civilized country which im- 
poses a duty mi raw wool, and that the 
present duty is In the interests of foreign 
I niHiiufactuiurs, The men engaged in 
tiie failing iron industries of the state 
also ask tn have the Massachusetts Con- 
gressmen insist on having iron, coal, 
and coke put on the free list, and the 
duty on pig and scrap iron reduced to 21 
per cent ad valorem. As many |>roiu- 
i lien t Republican manufacturers have 
testified that these measures are absolute- 
ly necessary for the prosperity of their 
business, this is nut a partisan affair. 
Both branches of the legislature have 
been so very prompt to sent messages of 
approval to Speaker Reed, that it will lie 
interesting to see if they take equally 
nrompt action on something that vitally 
concerns tin- prosperity of the state, 
according to such high Republican 
authority as Governor Ames, lion. I'ulog 
McKarliu, and others. Such a request 
from the- Massachusetts legislature could 
not fail to have suini- clfcct on oui Cun. 
giessmi-n, and it would brace them up to 
work foi New England interesls. 

If Gen. Draper iiail any political 
aspirations his recent declaration at 
Washington that manufacturers who ask 
fur free wool, iron and i-oal arc cutting 
tbenisi-lves oil from any buuetii from 
protection, would destroy i‘. Massa- 
chusetts doe* Hot care to send any more 
congressmen to Washington to repiesent 
lTnnsylvania and Ohio. New England 
men should look after the interests of 
New England, if they are patriotic. 
I'cniisylvania and Ohio men look after 
tin- interests of their own slates, and let 
tlie rest of the country take care of itself. 
Gen. Draper Itu-eateus Governor Ames 
with flee shovels, iu revenge for his 
petition for free iron, and lliis shows 
how fortunate this district is in not 
having a man to represent it who is 
willing to sacrifice all New England in 
order to further his own schemes or 
hobbies. Congressman Candler is a good 
deal more of a patriot t Iran that, as it is 


well known that at heart tie sympathize* 
with Gov. Ames and 1 ho other New 
England manufacturers who a*k forfrtc 
raiv material*. 


M i in. i A H v Hi.aINK in quoted as being 
in favor of tho abolition nr reduction of 
the duties on raw sugar. lie takes a 
great deal (<f interest in tho l’an-Ameri- 
can Congress, and told Chairman Me- 
Kinley and other Republican members 
of the w ays and means committee that, 
ns flee wool is out ol the question, free 
sugar is the only valuable tiling wo can 
otter tlie South Americans in return for 
the concessions they arc willing to niaku 
in taii IT reduction* to us. Wo cannot 
expect them to give everything, while 
we concede nothing, or to build up a 
trade with Smith America with the ad- 
vantages all on our side. Whether the 
Kansas and Louisiana sugar men will 
consent to the scheme remains to he 
seen, but it would certainly benefit the 
people in giving them cheaper sugar. 


Tiik interesting statement is sent from 
Washington that tliero is immediate need 
of a deficiency appropriation of twenty- 
live millions, of which twenty-one mil- 
lions and a half are for pensions. Tho 
regular appropriation for pensions was 
over eighty millions, but under the influ- 
ence of Tnnnorism this will not lie 
enough, and tlie total pension expendi- 
ture for this fiscal year will be $102,000,- 
000. With the passage of the dependent 
pension hill, and service pension bill, 
which scorn likely to go through con- 
gress. tho total amount needed for next 
year for pensions is estimated at be- 
tween $200,000,000 and *300,000,000. 


CosGUKSs.MAX Canhi.kii has sent a 
letter full of judiciously administered 
taffy to Capt. Phinnoy, tho nowly ap- 
pointed postmaster at South Framing- 
ham. Tlie defeat of Mr. Dessau’s effort 
to obtain the place, in return for his po- 
litical servicer, is certainly creditable to 
Mr. Candler, although it may make 
trouble for him. There is some anxiety 
feit over tlie delay in tlie case of tlie 
Newtonvillo postmaster, and people are 
beginning to wonder if Postmaster Tur- 
ner's name is not going to be scut m 
after all.

in fom mi nkw roNvn.i k womi s’* 
Ill'll. 11 ON woman’s I'llOllltSSS. 

On Fell, llh Mrs. I.ucy Stone spoke to 
the Otiild ill the Methodist vestry 
from personal experience and recollec- 
tions oil Woman's Progress in the last .VI 
years, and gave many facts that to the 
younger portion at least of the 
audience, were startling, So lit tie do some 
realize what pi ivileges arc woman’s un- 
doubted. unquestionable light to-day, 
which ill the years gone by. were counted 
impossible. To attend lectures was in 
that time bold aud forward. In 1827 
Aniasa Walker (father of lien. Walker, 
the aide President of school of Techno- 
logy 1. proposed a course of lectures, lie 
talked with old l)r. Beecher about it and 
the good doctor put up bis bands as it to 
ward off an evil ami said “Pooh, pooh, no 
one would come.” "Ah,” said Mr. Walker 
"wo will invite the women.” "Well 
then," was the reply, "if yon ask the 
women, the men will come.” It was 
well enough for women to he informed 
on religion, but not on scientific or other 
topics. If she wished to know any thing 
let her ask her husband at home, no 
books from libraries, nor proper tiling lo 
go to a liliraiy to sit and read. Margaret 
Fuller went but Margaret Fuller was odd. 
Hannah Adams, “Why yes, H. A. took 
hooks but one would as soon think of 
marrying their Greek Grammar as II. 
Adams.” The last fifty years have given 
more decided changes than 400 years 
before. About this time Oberiiu College 
was founded ( 18-’$!1) to give most useful 
education with least loss of health and 
bring it "within the roach of the mis- 
judged and neglected sex as well as the 
leading sex.” Women were eager to 
know, and tlie idea was bailed every- 
where as an open door. Tlie opening of 
Oberlin, considered then on the farthest 
borders of the western frontier, marked 
an epoch though. It came like the 
Babe of Bethlehem, in poverty. About 
then Mary Lyoncsta blished Mt. Holyoke 
Seminary. It was near Amherst and was 
counted a necessary provision for the 
young theologians as they needed edu- 
cated wives! When Mary Lyon came 
into the church where wc were sowing for 
the young men who were to be mission- 
aries, I was making a shirt, as in those 
days the underwear was made, and tlie 
socks were knit, and everything doue to 
assist them, and she told us of the 
possibilities for women in way of educa- 
tion. I didn’t finish that shirt (hope it 
was never finished) I was teaching then 
at $1 per week and boarding round at 
that. I said, I’ll save my dollar, and 
strength, and energy towards my own 
education. Let the men take care of them- 
selves. A man earned $1 a day on an 
average, a woman 50 cents a day and 
working evenings (no talk then about 8 
hours) making heavy clothing such as 
my fattier and brother wore; took tailors 
“Goose" and utuiisils with them and for 
lighter work such as dresses etc., :it) 
cents!! 

Story of little boy, told to bo as good 
as his sisters, looked in astonishment to 
be sure lie beard aright and then said. 
“Ma, wo can’t be as good ns girls, but we 
know more! Divine right, being a man? 

When tlie question of admitting girls 
to college came they said “We must 
keep tlie girls out, or “lower the stand- 
ard," but what was tlie result? The girls 
carried away many of the prizes, no need 
to lower standard ! Now, tbo anti-slavery 
days had come; Angelina and .‘Sarah 
Grimke and Abbic Kelley, (junker wo- 
men, who could not see or know tlie 
misery of mothers seeing their babies 
solil and torn from them and not speak 
and pray and work for hotter 
tilings. They endured persecution in 
many ways, hut they were firm in their 
faith and hope for tlie future, they would 
speak for tlie gospel of freedom for the 
slave. Abbio Kelley stayed over Sunday 
at a house in Brookfield where they 
treated her with such scorn and con- 
tempt that site ate nothing the entire 
time, but on Sunday she went to church 
and the congregational minister know- 
ing site was there, preache. I from a 
specially prepaiud text, “This Jezebei 
lias come among us,” and spared no 
words to place her in a despicable light. 
Tlie people pelted her with had eggs, 
jeered at her and insulted her. It really 
divided tlie anti-slavery society, as somo 
objected to a woman's voice in public 
tbo' she said what they believed. 

It was hard enough even in I.ucy 
Stone’s day twelve or fourteen years 
after Abbic Kelley. She was announced 
to speak in Malden, and from the pulpit 
liic minister, greatly opposed to public 
speaking of women, read this notice. 
“A lien will undertake to crow like a 
cock in tlie town ball at 4 o’clock, 
Any who like that kind of music can 
go!" And at another time they said 
"You sin; live na, don’t you come among 
us,” “Now,” tint small hands quietly 
folded, “I never was a hyena!” 

When Gallileo had the cruel thumb- 
screw applied, lie said “it-does not turn” 
but Alible Kelley endured aud went on 
year after year aud deserves endless 
gratitude. At a Woman’s Bights t'ou- 
vcntioii in 1854 she said “Nisteix, bloody 
feet have made the oath smooth for 
you.” In eailydays there weiesofew 
occupations open to women, every new 
step for wider range or new occupation 
was jeeied at by men and sneered at by 
women. “Do you want to tly in the lace 
of Providence to uusex yourselves,” was 
tlie cry. A woman clcik was unheard 
of, a man in Maine gave oue a place ill 
his store, but lost Ids custom. When 
they tried as compositors printeis unions 
were formed to shut them out. 

Keep in your sphere (sucre they usually 
said and knew as well what spere meant 
as anything.) Story of little boy whom 
L. S. picked up as lie was going lo open 
store in early morning, told her of Ins 
mother getting his breakfast, then bis 
father’s ami getting him off, then the 
children who went to school, aud "she 
ami baby had their breakfast;” "well, you 
earn so much, your father mi much, 
what does your mother earn?” lie looked 
in astonishment aud then said “<), she 
works for all of us, mother does, but 
there ain't no uionuy into it! ' In opposi- 
tion, a niece of Catherine Scdgcwlck’s 


longing with all her lionrt to do sonu - 
thing in life, cannot teach with such an 
army needing tlie wages when I do not, 
yet wanting to do something in tlie 
world worth the doing, died a little 
while ago in Washington. (-She became 
a Homan Catholic and I don’t wonder.) 
ill tlie difficulties in way of the pro- 
fessions. Harriet llosmer with all her 
father's niomyaud influence (Dr. II. ol 
Watertown) applied and was every where 
refused to study anatomy, must know 
anatomy to work >ut her God-given 
talent, at last aw ay across the Mississippi 
liner l)r. McDowell said, "you shall 
study in my college and anybody who in- 
terferes shall hit. me tirst.” We 
know what grand results followed. 
Another nspiiing artist, a Miss (juimer, 
of Beverly (this was long before Beverly 
thought of being divided!) made bust of 
Robort linntonl, Sr. Being without 
money or friends she put it into the 
country store where it was seen and 
spoken of, and one day an idd farmer 
came ill and recognized the face, doffed 
liis hat before the bust and asked who 
did it. "Dew t II.” said lie, “don’t she 
know ceiinmost ns^iiiuch as some men.” 
But no helping hand was reached to her 
and she lived aud died unknown and un- 
recognized by I lie world, a household 
drmige, not but that housework is hon- 
orable, but some bauds and heads aic 
made for other tilings. 

Mrs. Young of Lowell starting in trade 
bought best boots and shoes in Lynn for 
women and children, and pul out sign; 
people stood outside door and win low 
and gazed as if expecting startling things. 
A woman keeping shoo store! Mrs. 
Tllldale. Philadelphia, husband, importer 
of chinR, died leaving her a hmisctull of 
children; could keep store, having been 
liis assistant, better than any thing else, 
and so this quiet Quaker woman sent 
ships to China, imported her ware, kept 
t lie business and her children together. 
Leila Robinson had to settle the question 
on wishing to practice law, “Is a woman 
a person” which she proved successfully, 
and Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell studied I 
medicine in this country and abroad and 
at the Woman’s Rights Convention in 
1851, an able gentleman said in herbcbalf 
“Ladies, see that you trust her, she 
comes to yon equipped for practice with 
tbo best skill of tins country nnd Europe 
back of her, give her courage by your 
trust.” Antoinette Brown fully believed 
“the human family to be on tlie high 
road to bull,” and she could not bear it 
and not try to help them out of such 
danger. She asked her if she believed 
a woman could ever preach and she said 
“no," but she was ordained and settled 
over a little church (which soon outgrew 
its qnaiters) in .So. Butler, near Roch- 
ester, N. Y., and she was listened to and 
believed in by men just as women listen 
to and believe in men. 

So from those pioneers who led tbo way 
and to whom so few avenues were open, 
now all professions, all occupations are 
open or nearly all, over 800, when in her 
early days there were only 8 or 10! When 
she, like Longfellow's maiden, was 
"Standing with reluctant feet where the 
past and future meet,” uncertain of the 
way. New York Sorosis, Woman's Con- 
gress, Woman’s E. and I. Union, L. 
Saving Matrons. Police Matrons. That 
grand organization the W. C. T. U. with 
Francis Williard at its head, Medical I 
School, the Press: she may be author, 
artist, chemist. 

She cited many cases of legal injustice. ' 
Wife lost by marriage all property in- I 
lim ited and earned by scribbling or writi- 
ng, or anything. Her legal existence 
was suspended, her husband bad light to 
use gentle restraint, lock hoc up, whip 
her if stick not bigger than judge's | 
thumb. If she has a child born alive 
then the use of the whole of wife’s land 
is the husband’s; after lie dies even if all 
was originally hers she has only use of 
one third. It is the widow’s “incum- 
brance.” She is liis relict. Henry Wil- 
son in 1845 sent up a petition that a part 
of a woman’s wages might be hers. If 
they earned 840 or 850 or 8500, they 
could have 820, now she can have all she 
earns and she can have all she inherits. 
If. II. W. paid a woman for tlie shoes 
i she hound and her husband came next 
day for it, lie had to pay him — it was his 
right! If a woman broke her leg on the 
] highway her husband could sue ami 
collect damages. It was legally liis leg 
that was broken! In all New York city 
there were only eleven women willing to 
sign tlie petition that women should 
have their own property. Lucy Stone 
! circulated one and at one house the 
gentleman!?) told tier if she ever came 
i with such a paper again lie would carry 
her out on a rail. Three years later she 
did, and he didn't, but lie signed the 
petition! It is only ten years since 
women had a right to their clothes, and 
not yet have they tlie right to their 
\ children! A petition lias been sent to- 
i day that they shall. 

A lady had her baby girl who could 
just say da-da, torn from her arms and 
never saw her again for fourteen years! 
Women may be fined, imprisoned, taxed, 
bung ami not a word to say. A widow 
can stay forty days in tlie house after her 
husbands death before she is required to 
pay rent! in Maine— 00 days! 

In Cheyenne, Wyoming, in tlie eaily 
days tlie men worked “every day aud 
Sunday” to get roofs over their beads 
and in order in a new country, aud then 
kept right on working Sundays nnd I lie 
women didn’t like it, and many of tlie 
men did not; so the men and women 
wlio wauled a quiet Sunday voted for it. 
and got it aud so voted all tlie time since! 

Voting is to get things done that ought 
i to tie done, and prevent tilings that 
ought not to bo done. Women may help 
make tlie laws; think what we lose by 
shutting out thought and speech. It is 
conceded that women are more chaste, 
temperate, law abiding, peaceable than 
men, so they would bring all the model 
qualities anil tlie united vote of tlie best 
men and women would make a model 
republic. May all join in tlie long pull 
and a strong pull for equal rights. When 
you can talk and make people bear, you 
are in the way of getting every good 
tiling .

It shows that in one Ward in New ton at 
least the Itepuhlieans are in favor of 
divorcing the postoflices fiom oolities, 
and that they do not believe that a man’s 
polities incapacitates him from handling 
letters, 

The patronage connected with the 
postolllee department has been the 
source of more corruption than any one 
thing connected with our government, 
and the practice of m iking a clean sweep 
of nil the nostofllces every lime a new 
administration collies into power has 
boon a disgrace to any civilized nation, 
it tended to discourage anything like 
aithful service, enterprise or improve- 
ment, as no matter how excellent might 
bo a man’s record ho was sure to ho 
turned out the moment a new adminis- 
tration came in and the “workers” 
clamored for their reward. 

Tlio voters of Nowtonvillc have not 
voted to elect a partisan, for had Mr.

A Grout Motmtnlu ultli rmn.ono Aerca of 
Cloud Timber.

San Pi at ro Marlir. in Iziwer California, 
was an i 'ii i ii cl\ unexplored and unknown 
count 1 1 . w Idle the tacts are simply these: 
Three years ago Col, 1) K. A I 14,11 care- 
fully examined that most beautiful por- 
tion of (Ids const. Col. Allen spent near- 
ly 100 days in this great work. In his 
report . mo-i of which lias been published, 

I largely quoted from by Charles NordhnfT 
j and others, lie says: 

“Nan Pedro Marlir is one single great 
! mountain, instead of a range of mount- 
ains. Ilisnhout 11)0 miles in length from 
northwest to southeast, and from ten to 
I thirty miles in width, covering on urea 
of more 1 1 in 1 1 1 .000, 000 acres, one-half of 
| wliieli is covered with line timber. 1 
found, on measuring llfty-liveaeres.se- 
leeled in dilTerent parts of the pine and 
| taken carefully as an average, that there 
are twenty-seven large trees and nine 
siiiall ones to the acre. The large ones 
will average two to four logs to the tree, 
each twelve feet in height atul two mid 
one-half feet in diameter at tlm small 
end." 

The only white man that ever reached 
the siimmil of the growth of the yellow- 
ami sugar pine, 12. 800 feet above I lie sea, 
is C >1. Allen At three points, near and 
to the north of Ti es Paloinas, did he reach 
an altitude of 12.800 feet ubove tide wa- 
ter at its lowest point. This was at the 
three points known as Mounts Jesse, Isis 
and Orion. Taking the level at that 
point, 12,800 feet, lie calculated that the 
height of the highest of thoTres Paloinas 
(three doves) was not less than Id, 000 to 
t.'i.QOd feet, above the sea. 

TI:o canyons on either side — grand, 
wild and magnificent — are tilled with 
pine up to the 12.800 foot line. Above 
this only the pinion grows, which is 
found nearly to the summit. The finest 
springs of pure cold water ni‘e found at 
all altitude of 11.000 feet. No snow is 
ever frond on any of the peaks after July 
I until September. The annual rainfall 
in summer is not inorolhnn thirty inches, 
us given by the Espinos. Out of the 
ninety -seven days rain fell on fifty-olio of 
them. Never less Hum four feet of snow 
falls in winter. The past two winters 
ten feet of snow bus fallen on the level 
each w inter. This accounts for the great 
supply of water found in the Rosario, 
Nan Simeon, Nan Domingo. San Rafael 
Abitje, Sail Vicente. Santo Thomas and 
San Ral'ael Arriba streams in Lower Cali- 
fornia. Reside Col. Allen, Cnpt. Frank 
Adams and a friend from Los Angeles, 
George Tagil rt, visited San Pedro Marlir 
and reached the great level plateau 11,000 
feet above the sea, in which are situated 
the beautiful Castillo. Vnllecitos, Vnundu 
(Deer) and White Pine valleys, which for 
growth of pine, red cedar and spruce, 
wild oats, wild rve, wild barley, red top 
and clover, cannot he equaled on the 
Pacific coast. Deer — black tail, whitctail 

and ii — abound in great numbers, 

and are gentle ns cattle. 

The grandest view of the world is said 
by Col. Allen and his men to he laid at a 
point 12.000 feet high, just north and 
near the Ties Paloinas. Facing the east 
and northeast, the Colorado river lies 
stretched out before you like a thread of 
silver from Yuma to its mouth. On u 
clear day Yuma can be plainly seen. 
The great peaks near Altar and Magda- 
lena. and south to Hennocillo, ure in 
sight. Down the gulf Angel do Guardiu 
anil Tihuren islands He out in the gulf 
as if asleep. Turn to the west, and 
every point almost from the Coronado 
islands to Coitus island is in plain view. 
San Quint in hay mid harbor lie at your 
feet, 100 miles distant, like it map. To 
the southward lie t lie grout valleys of 
Uuoiios Ayres, Nan Fernando and others. 
As ypu turn to tlm west Sail Quintiii. San 
Ramon. < 'aninluo mid Colnett valleys, lo 
the north Vallo Trinidad, mid to the 
east San Filepe valley anil the great val- 
ley of the Coronado arc seen. 

Other visitors from San Ism Diego 
have been as far up the iinmiil uin as La 
Gruila, Kiiemitildil, old mission of Sail Pe- 
dro Marlir, San Tomiis, Santa Rosa and 
Ululle, among whom were Dr. Greggs, 
T. S. Vail Dyke, Fred Anthony and Mr. 
Townsend, of tlio Ranger. Hut they 
old v reached an altitude of about S.ono 
feet above the sea. Very few deer are 
found m ibis altitude, ns every year 
more or less rattle are driven therefor 
pasture, and the Indians sent to look 
after the cattle kill mid drive oil the 
deer to purls w here no one lives.

lie reports that, in his opinion, tlio whole 
southern part of Tunis is in process of 
gradual ih-i-i cation. The do ort is slowly 
extending its liouiidiiries to the north. 
Far within the present limits of the des- 
ert Mr. lilanc I • hi in I mi ruins of 

buildings creeled during tlio Roman oc- 
cupancy, showing conclusively I Inti al 
Hu- dawn of the Christian era fertility 
and verdure reigned w here now only the 
sterility of the desert exists. 

As yet Mr. Plane is unable to nugget l 
unv practical measures for saving the 
Otises from gradual extinclion. His or- 
ders were to sen if steps could lie taken 
with adi. ullage similar lo those employ- 
ed in France lo prevent the sand dunes 
along Hie Gulf of Guscogne from en- 
croaching upon tin- cultivable lands.

Hoard of Health 

A special meeting of the committee 
from the city council. Alderman Geo, 
Fetter, (’ouncilinen Boiler, Bates and 
Mead; Mi. Leeson and Dr. WJiistoii rep- 
resenting the Cottage Hospital, and Mr. 
« >tis Bettee, Dr. Frisbie, Mr. Wiswall 
•«ud Councilman Hall of tin* Board of 
lieallb, was held Tuesday afternoon, to 
decide upon the buildihg of a new ward 
ot the Cottoge Hospital, to he used for 
«*outagioiis d i reuses. 

in behalf of the Cottage Hospital, a 
plan of the buildings proposed by the 
medical board was presented by Dr. 
IVhitfton, the estima’ed < ost of w hich 
was 810,000, the building to he const) net- 
ed of wood. 

The phufs as submitted will accoiuiuo- 
Hate eight additional patients, giving 
the hospital a total capacity of 04. The 
hoard have submitted only what they 
think to be absolutely necessary. Mr. 
Lccson said the hospital was doing all 
-H present that it could liiiaticially, and 


now this need had come, and they de- 
cided the best way would be to bring it 
before the city and see what action 
would be taken, believing they would 
realize the necessity of such an addition, 
and decide in its favor. 

])r. Friable of the Board of Health 
thought the increase in contagious di- 
seases the past year showed an urgent 
necessity for a contagious ward. l*rom 
Jan. 1st, 188$, to May *20th of tliesnme year, 
the Board had eight cases of contagious 
disease: the same months in ISStb 68 
cases were noticed. These have been a 
constant expense to the city, as the cases 
had to be removed to some out of the 
way place, and then placed in charge of 
good musts from Boston, at a cost of 
8*21 per week. One special case cost the 
sum of 84 0. Patients were allowed to 
be taken to the hospital in Boston at a 
cost of $ 7.00 a week, providing there 
were empty wards. With a contagions 
ward of our own we should have our 
own nurses, all would he under the 
charge of our regular Hospital board, 
and the expense would be greatly re- 
duced. After some discussion Council- 
man Hall objected to the cost of the 
buildings, placed at $10,000, which he 
thought extravagant for the buildings 
required. 

Councilman Bates moved that the . 
Medical board get a more careful esti- ' 
mate of the cost of the necessary build- 
ings from the architect, and advertise 
for proposals for building. The meeting | 
then adjourned subject to the call of the 
Medical board. 

'Flic regular meeting was called at •*> 30, 
Mr. Bettee in the chair. 'Flic reading of 
the records was dispensed with, ami a pe- 
tition read from Bev. Mr. White. in refer- 
ence to a well belonging to the IV ird es- 
tate. at Thotnpsonville. It had been vis- ; 
i tod and condemned by- Dr. lluds m, and 
Mr. White was present to urge the board 
to take definite action soon, as it was a 
constant menace to the health of those 
in the vicinity. Several minor matters 
were attended to and the board then ad- 
journed. 

The Reward of Beauty 
The Senate Committee on Foreign Bc- 
lations lias reported favorably an amend- I 
ment to the Consular and Diplomatic 
bill, providing that the American re- 
presentative at Berne shall be styled, 
henceforth, Envoy Extraordinary ami | 
Minister Plenipotentiary, instead of j 
Minister Resident and Consul General, as i 
at present, and that his salary shall be 
increased from $5,000 to $7,500 a year. 

It is not known or suspected that there 
has been, in the last year, any such thick- 
ening of the relations between the Uuited 
States and Switzerland as to make it 
necessary to increase the pay of the 
American Minister to the Helvetian re- 
public, or to lengthen his official stilts. | 
The enjoyment of the hosts of American j 
travellers who storm the Swiss mountains 
and hotels in the summer with guide 
books and alpenstocks is not dependent 
upon the status of our Minister at Berne, 
and the Swiss themselves, as a shrewd 
and piactical people, with an eye single 
to the main chance, would probably re- 
gard the proposition to raise that 
official's salary as a proposition to spend 
good money needlessly. 

Tlie lion. Boyd Winchester, of Ken- 
tucky, enjoyed the reputation of being 
one of the most accomplished experts in 
the noble science and mystery of poker, 
and In the glory of this pi ivate distinc- 
tion. lie did imt seek to increase his 
official distinction. For four yeuis lie 
served, with contentment to liimsel. and 
everybody else, as Minister ResuLu t aud 
Consul General at Berne, without seek- 
ing promotion or thinking that the light- 
ness of liis duties would be recompensed 
by heaviness of pay. But when (ten. 
Benjamin Harrison was induced by that 
sugar-soulcd pre-Adamite, the lion. 
George Frisbie Hoar, of Worcester, 
Mass , to appoint Col. John Davis Wash- 
burn, likewise of Worcester, as (Job 
Winchester’s successor, all thoughtful 
minds foisaw that there would soon have 
to be a change in one paragraph of the 
Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bill. Gulliver bad been sent to Liliput, 
and bis greatness must be recognized. 

Col. Washburn, as all kalophiliats are 
aware, is a person to Atlanteau in foi in, 
so martial of port, so impressive in 
demeanor, so fortunate in whiskers, so 
rich in voice, and so choice in apparel 
that tin* proudest court in Europe would 
pay roundly just to have him is a decora- 
tion aud ornament. It is related 
that some year* ago lie performed the 
distinguished duties which fell to the lot 
of the Chief Marshal on commencement 
day at Harvard College, and so majestic 
was bis semblance that ten of the biggest 
and handsomest members of the Boston 
L meets, a corps of resplendent marfial- 
ist> which had come out from Boston to 
escort 1 1 is Excellency the Governor of 
Massachusetts to the college yard, were 
driven frantic by envy, rode at a mad 
pace to I’resli Bond, and sought to drown 
themselves. 

Col. Washburn as everybody who knew 
him fell, should have had tin* English 
mission, or at least the French. Brilliance 
and beauty are as natural to him as horns 
to oxen. But as be wanted to go to 
Switzeibmd for the purpose of studying 
Swiss educational methods for the benefit 
of ( lark Cnivcisity, of which lie is a 
trustee, he was sent to Switzerland; and 
(lit* meeting between him and Mont Blanc 
is said to have been both affecting and 
sublime. 

Such a man could not he kept down to 
tlic lowly stature of a common Minister 
Resident and Consul-General. Even the 
swelling title <*i Envoy Extraordinary 
aud Minister Plenipotentiary seems too 
feeble to express the diplomatic distinc- 
tion, the magiiipoteiit impressiveness, 
and the towering grandeur < I Col. Wash- 
burn. If, as a diplomatic '‘property," lie 
isn’t worth ai least >2,500 a year more 
than any other Minister the I nitial .State* 
lias ever had at Berne or anywhere else, 
l lu*ii tin- world knows not its greatest 
men. 

Senator Sherman, the head of the 
Senate Commit tee on Foreign Affairs, is 
i descendant of Roger Sherman, of c n- 
ned iciit. So is Senator Hoar, the friend 
of Col. Washburn. Was it Mr. Sherman 
or Mr. Hoar or Col. Washburn that lirst 
recommended the latter for promotion*. 1

A Cry From the Iron Interests. 

Our industry is seriously injured by 
(lie unjust tariff laws, whose continued 
existence will destroy us. Give us Free 
lion, Freo Coni, nntl Kroo Coke, ttsboforo 
the war, and restore to a peace basis the 
duty on piR-irou, scrap-iron nml scrap- 
steel ! 

This is what the manufacturers in iron 
and steel, all over Njw Kurland, of all 
political ]>artiOS, are saying, in constant- 
ly inoieasiiiK numbers, to tludr senators 
and representatives in Countess; and 
MatsacliiHotLs Iron an I stool men have 
petitioned the General Court to request 
our senators nml representatives in 
Washington to insist that those prayers 
he granted. 

Another From the Wool Interests. 

Some of our Massachusetts’ wool man- 
ufacturers and dealers have also asked 
the Legislature to intercede with Con- 
gressmen from this state to vote in favor 
of Free Wool. They represent that with 
freedom from duty (the case in every 
other civilized country but ours) the 
woolen products would secure a larger 
share of tile homo market, and all class- 
es ami parts of the country ho bencflt- 
tcd. • 

Those prayers will, of course, be heed- 
ed by the New England senators and 
representatives in Congress, without re- 
gard to political considerations; for what 
ptiblio man would, for an instant, allow 
politics any weight as against tiie gener- 
al welfare? 

Moreover, the legislation asked for is 
within the lines laid down by Republi- 
can leaders in days not long gone by. 

THADDEUS ST 10 V 10 NS AND JUSTIN S.MOItltll. 
both declared that the tariff of 1804 was 
but a temporary measure, a war meas- 
ure, and not intended to remain upon the 
statute-book as a protective tariff in time 
of peaco. 

In 1870, Senator Moitim.i. said fur- 
ther, that it is a mistake of the friends 
of a sound tariff to insist upon the ex- 
treme rates imposed during the war if 
less will raise the necessary revenue. 


Hon. William H. Allison:— 

The tariff in 1S40, although confessedly 
and professedly a tariff for revenue, was, 
so far as regards all the great interests 
of the country, as perfect a tariff as any 
that wo have ever had. 

I will say, with regard to the duty on 
wooIh and woolens, that 1 regard it, not 
as an intentional fraud, but as operating 
as though it wore a fraud, upon the 
great body of the people of the United 
States. 1 allude to the wool toriff, a 
law the effect of which lias been to ma- 
terially injure the sheep-husbandry of 
this country. 

Senator riinnb of Kansas:— 

1853. — Who pays these taxes? When 
the manufacturer of iron comes to the 
Senate and says. “I can live, or 1 can 
make a profit, if a certain duty is im- 
posed,” what is lie saying? Hois simply 
saying “If you give me a certain duty, 
you put it in my power to charge over 
that duty as an additional tax on the 
farmers of the United States.” 

These manufacturers were noc willing 
to enlarge their production and thereby 
meet the entire American demand, hut 
preferred to manufacture a limited sup- 
ply at enormously increased profits, and 
that, I think, is a feature of the iron 
manufacture in this country to a very 
considerable extent. That is to say, 
those who manufacture tliesc articles — 
beams— do not care to supply the entire 
American market, hut pioter to* supply 
only that portion of it which they can 
supply at ail enormous profit. 


Hon. Ilotiry L Hawes:— 

The duty must he levied on the raw 
material or on the manufactured arti- 
cle. If you levy it on the raw material, 
you discriminate against American la- 
bor. 

1881). lion. Henry W. Blnlr, (N. H.:)— 

"1 am earnestly in favor of such 
changes iu the present law as will admit 
freo of duty into this section of the 
country iron ore and coal from the prov- 
inces, We cannot afford to sec the in- 
dustries of New England paralyzed for 
the want of cheap raw material. 

Kindred citations pro plenty; hut the 
above quotations fit the present situa- 
tion.

Dear Sir— Wo answer your questions 
relative to tin plates as follows: 

1. “Why not double the Lax oil till 
plates? ' Because that would result in 
increasing the cost of tin plates nearly 
25 per ei lit, or about 8(l,ooo, lion a year, lo 
those who need them in their business, 
and still more to those who need them 
tor consumption. No mutter how small 
the increased cost might appear on one 
tin can. the fact would remain tile same 
that, iu order to supply their present 
wants fur tin-ware, the people would 
have to go without several million dol- 
lars' worth of other things which (buy 
wanted and which they are now able to 
liavo. 

2. “Why lot tin plates into the country 
free of duty?" Because the revenue is 
not needed, and the people now go with- 
out things » liicli they want and would 
Iniy with tiie money now taken from 
them by the tax. In other words, 
several million dollars of the people's 
earnings are now actually lying idlu, 
which they would gladly pay to tliosu 
whose labor and skill should he out. 
ployed iu supplying their wauls. Kroo 
tin plates would he of the greatest di- 
icct assistance to the invaluable can- 
ning industry, which now, hampered mid 
not protected by the tariff taxes, com- 
petes with foreign products at home and 
abroad . 

8, “Who would be hurt by taxing the 
tin plates which we consume?" First, 
the people deprived of comforts by tiie 
increased price of tin-ware. N'ext, work- 
men throwu out of employment, for 


there would inevitably he a falling off in 
: the iiiimhci of nrticlos purchased, and 
therefore ill t he demand for labor. Next, 
the cattnerH, some of whom say they 
would he driven out of work entirely. 
Finally, other manufactureis, especially 
makers of tin ware for the homo market, 
to which rl iss we belong. 

It is proper to say, however, that there 
is an lionesl difference of opinion in lids 
last class. Some prominent makers be- 
lieve it to lie for their interest to have 
the tax increased, Imping to realize a 
very large immediate profit from the 
rise ill price of their stock of goods oil 
hand. But. the rest of us, though wo 
may expect to further our own interests 
by trying for nil we can get of such a 
profit, think that, practically it. will lie 
difficult to realize, and that the hope 
will ho greatly disappointed. Further, 
we are convinced that mir true interests 
must lio, not against the welfare of the 
community, lint, with i>. Business expe- 
rience teaches ilia* if tinware costs more 
and other tilings remain the s.inio there 
will he less demand for it, and if the ile- 
mand is less the margin of profit will ho 
closer than ever. 

4 and 5 (practically the same). “Why 
should the tax not be increased so as to 
induce the iron masters to try to make 
tin plates in this country?” Because it 
is already over SO per cent, and the very 
tact that they nsk for nearly fO per cent 
protection shows clearly one of two 
tilings: First, either they ask for too 
much of a tax, more than they need, or, 
second, they themselves have no expec- 
tation of furnishing tin plates cheaper, 
within a reasonable period of lime, than 
they can lie imported. There is nut the 
slightest evidence offered of anything 
that promises to overcome such a tre- 
mendous difference in the cost of pro- 
duction. There is no such difference iu 
t lie labor cost. It does not appear that 
the number of worknen who would lie 
employed iu the proposed industry, even 
including Welchmen, would exceed the 
number of Americans thrown out by the 
measure. It would seem to he unwise 
public policy to withdraw about .*>12,000,* 
twin a year from other things for such a 
purpose.

It 
j cannot be fiscal and protective, because 
! there is nothing to protect, and every 
dollar that is imposed upon this article 
that is in excess of what it ought to 
bear, as a revenue proposition, is so much 
that is directly taken from the industry, 
from the wages of this country, that 
have burdens upon them already which 
they ate illy alilo to hear. 


SHIPBUILDING ON CHARLES RIVER 

A NEW KN I'KKUIEISK |S' TIIE OI.D TOWN OK 
WATERTOWN. 

(Written for tUeGll*l‘mc.) 

A passenger over the Boston & Albany 
railroad, either way, looking from 
Faneuil Station directly across Charles 
river to the Watertown side, will see a 
double row of tall, spar-like posts ex- 
tending from the river front some 160 
feet back. 

They look suspiciously like wliat a 
half a century ago were common on the 
Mystic and Merrimack rivers, and nil 
through the sea-hoard towns of the 
South Shore— the ship-ways. A little 
closer inspection will show a series of 
blocks, anil from the upper cud, rising 
15 feet, wliat looks like, and what is the 
stem of a vessol of some 400 to 600 tons 
registered measurement. The selection 
of the point and all the surroundings in- 
dicate that it is a shipyard iu active em- 
ployment, which it really is. 

; For the past year or two the cities of 
i Boston and Cambridge and the several 
| railroad corporations entering Boston 
! over Charles river, together with the 
! ow ners of valuable wharf property oil the 
river as far as the head of tide-wntcr, 

[ have been much exercised upon the pro- 
position to close navigation on the river 
[ entirely. The Government Commission 
J is now holding tlio matter under advise- 
ment. It is hardly possible that what- 
ever titles and orders they may lay down 
and Congress may adopt for the purpose 
of regulating navigation on the Charles 
river, that them is not the remotest 
suspicion that any net closing iiivigation 
will lie considered. Rather we would he 
let to believe that the prevailing idea 
with die commission to improve naviga- 
tion will lead to restoring navigation and 
j onlargiug'it. 

At least this must be the Idea of the 
party who lias established this shipyard 
; so near tiie head of tide-water, and laid it 
out in proportions that would indicate 
that it is not a mere temporary allair. 

The improvement of navigation on the 
Chillies river as far up as Watertown 
bridge was started some thirty odd years 
• by Nathaniel Whiling, a former wealthy 
merchant of Boston and a resident of 
Watertown. Mr. Whiling was a former 
partner of Hail .1, Howe, who initiated 
the Boston Wharf Company enterprise at 
South Boston, and later conceived and 
carried through the pi in for levelling 
Fort Hill. 

With such antecedents, it would lie 
difficult to suppose that lie would under- 
take and prosecute any chimerical 
scheme. 

Thu reasons beset forth in 18.Y.) why 
Charles river should he made a navigable 
stream as far as Watertow n bridge exist 
in 18‘.iu, and had Nathaniel Whiting lived 
liis capital, energy and practical business 
knowledge would have pushed the 
scheme through to success. As it is, the 
government lias so far loll iwod it up as 
to complete the dredging of the channel 
as far as Arsenal bridge. 

Tlieie arc evidences that in (lie early 
history of the colony, vessels of various 
sizes were built oil Charles river at points 
as far up as Brighton north comer, and 
up to within (If) years there lias been 
I quite an extensive shipyard on the mill. 


dnm road. When the Boston A Wor- 
cester railroad was first in operation, 
what is now known ns Cottage Fanil 
station was known as shipyard bridge. 
The writer believes Hint the last ship 
built there was in tho latter twenties or 
early thirties, and ho thinks il was the 
“Boston Packet,” ill her day a famous 
East Indlnmnti. 

A GllAPIItc representative who is a 
native of Watertown, naturally anxious 
to nseeriain what thistle* dopai turn on 
the river meant, interviewed tho owner 
and projector, Mr. dolin E. Cassidy, a 
well-known merchant of llos'ou, and 
Irom this inleiview- gathered these facts: 

Mr. Cassidy is nqd has been formally 
years a large owner of bottom lands on 
tho Charles river between Faneuil and 
Newton. Some three years ago he had 
partially contracted for a sale of this 
valuable property to a largo corporation. 

| The agreement fell through, and then 
Mr. Cassidy looked about to see what 
would lie the next best method of utiliz- 
ing it. On this property there are 
several valuable wharf privileges, and 
considering the numhevof large mnnit- 
faoturing and other corporations within 
the limits of Watertown, consuming 
annually many thousand tons of coal, he 
conceived the idea of utilizing his wharf 
property and at the same time bringing 
water-borne coal to the nearest point of 
consumption. He received sufficient 
encouragement from one or more of tho 
largest consumers, and hence l lie enter- 
prise of building a steamer of the proper 
draft, and sufficiently seaworthy to make 
the trips between Watertown and Phila- 
delphia. 

lie first secured the advice and services 
of a veteran shipbuilder, who pronounced 
t lie enterprise feasible. The next point 
was to secure the requisite timber as 
hear Hie point of construction as possible. 
This was not difficult, for on the hanks 
of the Charles there was sufficient of 
the old famous pasture oak, which a 
hundred years ago entered so largely into 
the building of ships, left. This lie 
bought on tiie stump, erected his steam 
saw mill and culled the trees to suit. 

The result has been that he lias now 
far along toward completion a line 
steamer of about (100 tons registered ton- 
nage. Her length over all is 132 feet; 
breadth of beam, 33 feet; depth of hold, 
II feet. Her model is one for speed as 
well as capacity. She will he single 
deck, with double propeller, two engines 
and two boilers, all so arranged that she 
can turn on her ciA.it re. she will have 
three keels, and in case she grounds in 
shoal water will not list, and in many 
respects she will have all the tangible 
advantages of a centre hoard. Her 
frame, ribs, planking, and ceiling are all 
of solid hard wood, double bolted, and in 
case of getting ashore or striking a rock, 
sufficiently strong to prevent her parting 
or being hogged. 

The heavy freightage at points along 
the Charles river to Watertown amount 
to some 8300,000 annually. Direct steam 
transportation in going through the 
several draws has an advantage of all 
sail or even tows, and if this initiatory 
enterprise succeeds Mr. Cassidy will at 
once proceed to build other steamers of 
the same class. A steamer of this class 
and size will have another advantage 
j over sailing craft plying between Boston 
j and Philadelphia, it can take return 
‘ cargoes of ice or other bulky merchan- 
I disc, and, with its light draft, land them 
at any point on the Delaware or Seliuyl- 
j kill rivers or at points between the Capes 
of Delaware ami Philadelphia. 


NEW .METHODIST CHURCH. 


oKsomrTioN or tiik iiuii.DINO — IXTKR- 
KSTINU DEDICATORY EXERCISES. 


The new church building of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Society at Newton Lower 
Falls was dedicated with interesting ex- 
ercises Tuesday afternoon. The edifice 
is situated on Washington, near Grove 
street. It is constructed of wood, with a 
steeple nearly 70 feet iu height. Tho 
interior dimensions are 57x00, with a 
spacious auditorium in the form of a 
cross. Opening from the auditorium on 
the west is a prayer room, 28x14, separat- 
ed from the main room by folding doors. 
The class room, situated at the north 
end of the building, isal so separated from 
the auditorium by folding doors. The 
main room will seat 2(10 persons, with a 
total seating capacity of about 400, utiliz- 
ing tho prayer nml class room. The 
pews are of solid quartered white oak. 
set upon arcs of circles. Tho pulpit 
furniture and altar railings are also of 
quartered oak. The interior of the 
church is finished in white wood, with a 
sheathed ceiling and wainscoting. The 
walls above the wainscoting are finished 
' in a pretty shade of terra cotta, orna- 
! monted with' an old gold ami green dado. 
From the centre of the auditorium a 24- 
Imrnor Frilik icfleelor is suspended, 
furnishing a brilliant light. The base- 
ment of the church contains the furnace 
room; Sunday school room, 28x47; 
kitchen, library and toilet apartments. 
The memorial windows are ol cathedral 
glass in effective coloring and appropriate 
design; one is in memory of the first 
pastor, Rev. .1. W. t’oolidge; another 
presented to (lie church by (lie Sunday 
school, in memory of Mrs. James Biicily, 
the first superintendent. The others 
; hear the following inscription: "Mis. 

( harlotlo llnrd, 1820-1870;” Mis. Mary 
Elizabeth Biker, 1852-1878;” “Annie B. 


Whittoilj" "George T. Denton 1522- 
1880,” one of the founders of tho society. 

Tho follow i in; firms have contributed 
work ami materials in the construction 
of the building: P, Bakei, Newton 
Lower Falls, builder; F. M. Whipple, 
I Boston, ealhedral glass windows: L. A. 
I Gammons, Newton Lower Falls, furnaces 
and heating apparatus; Globe Furmtnre 
Company, pews; pulpit furniture, A. 
Small. Boston; \V. D. Kinney. Boston, 
gas fixtures; J. II. Pray, Sons A Co., 
Boston, carpets; painting and finishing, 
.1. L. Sears, Newton Lowei Falls. The 
church was built irom plans furnished 
by Rev. A. P. Sharp, ii* pastor. The 
corner stone of the building was laid 
nearly seven months ago. The completed 
church and furnishings cost about 
$12,000. 

The exercises in connection with the 
dedication of the church edifice com- 
menced at, 2 P. M. There was a large 
audience in attendance, and nearly all the 
available space was occupied by the 
church members, visiting ministers and 
invited guests. The following was the 
order of exorcises: Organ voluntary, Mr. 
George Neal; invocation, Rev. Joshua 
Gill; responsive reading, Itov. Andrew 
MelCcown and congregation; vocal solo, 
Mrs. A. P. .Sharp; first Scripture lesson. 
Rev. E. A. Howard; hymn, .s*’>7; second 
scripture lesson, Itev. William Wells, 
rector of St. Mary’s Episcopal church : 
prayer, l!ev. W. I!, Clark, I). I).. hymn, 
sun; sermon, ltev. W. N. Brodbcek of 
Boston: report of the building com- 
mittee; doxology, "Old Hundred”; 
benediction, Rev. Jonathan Edwards, 
pastor of the Congregational church, 
Wellesley Hills. 

The exercises in the evening, consisted 
of an organ voluntary; invocation. Rev. 
W. E. Knox; responsive reading; scrip- 
ture lesson. Rev. J. B. Gould: prayer. 
Rev. W. T. Perrin; sermon, ltev. George 
S. i hadbonrne, D. It.: the presentation 
and dedication, Rev. George S. Chad- 
buurne, I). D. : benediction, Rev. Arthur 
Page Sharp, pastor of the church. 

The history of the chinch is an iuter- 
csting one. Ii was cradled iu Needham 
and Wellesley just previous to the war. 
During the early part of 1307, preaching 
was supplied mainly by Rev. .1. M. Bayley 
of the Upper Falls Methodist church. 
March 13. 1SU7 it was voted to request 
the conference to send the brethren a 
preacher, this making them a separate 
charge to lie known as the Methodist 
Episcopal chuich of Needham and Lower 
Falls. The first conference minister 
‘ sent in compliance to this request was 
Rev. John Wesley Coolidge Wales' 

Hall at the Lower Falls was hired April 
’ Hi, 18U, 7, and the first sermon preached 
by Rev. Mr. Coolidge April 21, 1807, to 
an audience of about thirty persons. 
The village hall was hired and after- 
wards purchased and was occupied for a 
place of worship until the completion of 
the present church editice. In 1809 the 
charge became separated from the lligii- 
laudville charge, Needham circuit. 
Seven pastors occupied the pulpit be- 
tween the years 1807-80; the present 
pastor is ltev. Arthur l’age Sharp.

THE POLIC E DEPARTMENT. 

The police depaitment is receiving 
some liartl raps of hue relative to the al- 
leiretl inefficiency in capturing the 
principals in t lie recent burglaries anti 
because of its failure to procure evidence 
which would lead to the conviction of 
the person or persons who have been 
engaged in the work. Citizens believe 
that a local gang is at work and think 
that the police should break up the 
coterie of amateur • thieves wlio are 
practicing possibly in anticipation of big- 
ger jobs in the future. The delay in ap- 
pointing the inspector is thought to be 
unfortunate, as the services of such an 
officer are greatly needed at this time. 
For such portion of the criticism as may 
be just, no exceptions should he taken, 
but as a matter of fact work lias been done 
which will probibly lead to the detection 
of the law breakers. It is true that the 
inspector has not been appointed, but it is 
not true that 110 efforts have been made to 
bring the offenders within the Igrasp of 
the law. What Newton's police depart- 
ment is most in need of is more patrolmen 
and a more systematic laying out of these 
police routes. It is not reasonable to sup 
pose that one man can protect all the 
property in a district two or three miles 
squares and it is passing strange, under 
the circumstances, that so few serious 
breaks have occurred, especially when 
successful jobs have liecn cleverly exe- 
cuted in Brookline and adjoining suburbs. 
The police force ought to comprise at least 
40 patrolmen and then Newton would 
possess less police protection than in 
Brighton district, with lar less population 
and property interests. With a good 
force of men and three or more special 
officers, the opportunity for petiv thiev- 
ing anti othf.1* »»»«*,, (* uieanors would be 
greatly lessened. The appointment of 
an inspector will lit- ol t o advantage 
unless that official is arcotded the hearty 
co operation of the individual members 
of tlie department. It should In the aim 
of every member of the force to bring the 
best results -fit bear, without icgaid to 
personal feelings, in the interests of the 
welfare of lliis important branch of the 
public service entrusted with grave re- 
sponsibilities, including the protection 
of life and property. 


< uNTAGlol's DISEASES. 

There is a good prospect that the ] 
movement to induce the city to appro- 
priate the money necessary to erect a 
building for the treatment ol contagious 
diseases as a part of the foliage llos- 
pilal system will he successful. Dr. K. 
A. Whislon. the secretary of the corpora- 
tion, appeared before a joint special 
e oumittec of the city government, last 
Tuesday', and piescuted the else of the 
petitioners for the appropriation. He 
exhibited plans showing what was 
needed, and ligmcs try which it appeared 
that last ye r.i the city was forced to ex 
pend about * I Jinn for llic care and treat- 
ment of patients suffering from conta- 
gious diseases. This amount is in licit 
greater than wo ihl In- the interest on a 
sum sufficient to erect and equip a build- 
ing such ns is required. The hospital 
offers to hear all Ihe expense of tiiaili- 
t lining (lit- new department, so that the 
oil I lay would be all excellent business 
investment for flic city, besides adding a 
much needed branch to the hospital ser- 
vice. Mayor Burr and other influential 
members of tin- eity government are said 
to be heartily ill favor of the proposed 
improvement. 

Doiiuav B. Eaton's letter to the 
Huston Journal on the removal of follec- 
tor Saltstonstall was a ratliet severe 
excoriation of .Senators Hoar ami Dawes. 
Mr. Eaton holds that tin* duly of a col- 
lector is to collect, ami that lie is not a 
political officer at. all. D is only the 
spoils system, he says, which makes him 
a p ditical officer. Senator Hoar's alleged 
belief that no mall politically opposed lo 
an administration can make .01 houest 
collector, Mr. Eaton disposes of by 
pointing to the tael that even .St-nulnr 
Hoar can not bring the faintest shadow 
of a charge against Mr. Sallon- 
stull. The only thing au honest 
collector can do is to follow t lie 
simple business method of economy, 
efficiency ami justice, according to law 
as interpreted by the treasury regulations 
and the secretary of the treasury. The 
Massachusetts Senators have certainly 
not added to their reputation as states- 
men by their action in this ease, bill il 
only shows how stiougly tin- spoils sys- 
tem is still believed in, in spile of 
eampaigu professions. 


Tiiv. crockery dealers and importers 
of Boston have sent a vigorous re- 
monstl'nnee to Congress against Ihe pro- 
posed increase of Ihe duty on crockery 
I ware. The movement for the increase 
' is said to be engineered by a sy ndicate 
which lias made arrangements to buy dp 
the leading potteries in this country, 
w hit'll last year paid a dividend of some 
22 per cent, and with the increase of 
duty to over 70 per cent, the syndicate 
hopes to do bettor another you-. The 
window glass trust have already 
presumed on the promised increase 
in the duties to advance prices ami the 
potteries will probably follow suit as 
soon as the increase is granted. Mean- 
while tlie consumers will have to pay 
the extortionate prices asked by all 
these syndicates and frusta or go with* 
I out. as unfortunately they arc not 
represented in Congress to any large ex- 
| tout. 

Tiik Waltham Free Press quotes from 
the (•itAl'llie tlie comments on the re- 
moval of Collector Saltonstall and the 
reappointment of Postmaster Turner, 
and thinks they arc inconsistent, the 
I comments, not tho two acts of the ad- 
ministration. The Free Press cannot 
understand how a Republican newspaper 
can sec anything reprehensible in remov- 
ing a Democrat from office to make room 
for a Republican, and it thinks it is very 
far fiom being au instance of civil ser- 
vice reform to reappoint a Democrat 
when a Republican wants the position. 
There are a good many newspapers 
I whose belief in reform is about of this 
character, but they do not represent tho 
people as the Newtonville case proves. 
Had not the Newton people taken such 
decided action Mr. Turner would nut 
have been reappointed. 


A ciiiiiik-I'ONDKNT recalls that the Re- 
publican postmasters at West Newton 
, and Auhiirndale were reappointed by 
President Cleveland on tlie petitions of 
prominent Democrats. But then there 
was no opposition in either case, and no 
member of tlie administration had prom- 
ised the office to some one else, which 
may have been the reason why tlie Bos- 
ton Journal could not recall any parallel 
instance under the Cleveland administra- 
tion to tho Newtonville appointment. 
Our correspondent suggests that tlie 
Boston Journal is not very well posted 
i in recent facts in New England history 
or it would recall tlie other parallel in- 
stances at Brockton, Miltou, Arlington,

: tion it is amusing to see the claim of the 
Boston Transcript that it has bought 
similar piw*®*. people are asking if 
ii, is going lo take in piinting so as to lie 
able to run tlu-in for an hour or two a 
day. The Transcript's field is a good 
one, although limited, hut it shouldn't 
be jealous of the immensely larger circu- 
lation and inlliiuiiee of its contemporary.

WHAT WOMEN ARE THINKING.

Miss A. M. Beecher gave n paper on 
“What Women are Thinking" in the Meth- 
odist vestry, Tuesday afternoon, at J 
o’clock, hefoto the Newtonville Women’s 
Guild. Bite said: That women are think- 
ing -some women Isa patent and palpa- 
ble fart : lit the equally notable rnct, that 
some women are not thinking, lies one of 
the most dreaded dangers of the future. 

How women think, why they think, and 
what they think, is yet to l»e unfolded. 
The fact that thought, profound and prac- 
tical. i- stirring all the forces of the few, is 
manifest. Tlie results are still In embryo. 
What w illhe the limit outcome Is In the 
future, to he revealed ns time unfolds the 
wings that are -till brooding the mysteries 
which lie hidden beneath them. 

To what purpose is the thought of 
woman i- a query, meeting us at every 
turn, demanding answer— though full re- 
sponse is Impossible, enough has already 
become tangible to show the tendencies of 
her thought, and -lie I- but obeying the In- 
exorable law of progress, as shaking off the 
fetters that have bound her, she steps out 
front her environments and looking up to 
the divine source of all wisdom asks to be 
directed into the paths of that wisdom, in 
the light of love and truth. 

More practically than ever site Is consid- 
ering the circle of which site is, and must 
ever he, the centre, but of the circumfer- 
ence of which she Inis not even dreamed — 
namely, the domestic circle, the Home, 
with the responsibilities of wife and 
motherhood -learning that wifehood is not 
to lu- a machine, run for a routine of do- 
mestic duties, nor an enslaved idol, pro- 
tected in idle uselessness— that true, wifely 
relation demands companionship, commu- 
nity of interest, capacity for helpfulness ; 
and tin thought inspires her with a desire 
to qualify herself for these prerogatives. 

She is thinking how she may best meet 
her stupendous responsibilities as the im- 
mortal mother of immortal beings! Rest 
qualify these children to work the innchiu- i 
cry of dome-tie and social life; to guide the 
affairs of state; to give tlie world an ] 
impetus toward higher good. 

Yes, women are thinking! Thinking 
out the solution of problems that have puz- 
zled the brains of all tlie past, and battled 
the combined wisdom of the ages. 

lleing in tin- home, and its conceded cen- 
tre, she best knows its wants. 

She is learning that “what shall we eat, 
and what shall we drink, and wherewithal 
be clothed,” though of limited importance, 
are not tlie ultimate of a mother’s neces- 
sary thought— realizing that the children of 
the home must have the bent which shall 
determine the symmetry or deformity of 
tlie future growth, and so while centering 
herself at the pivotal point, from which no 
true woman would remove, she describes 
larger circles, enlarges her orbit, ns site is 
pushed out by the ceutri frugal force of u 
mother’s love, yet still obeys the equally 
strong centripetal power, holding her to 
that central point. 

Woman is also thinking of her responsi- 
bilities to the social circle, into which the 
domestic, as it expands, must In- merged — 
not long, can sin- keep her hrohil quite 
under her wing; she is pccripg mit, every- 
where, to descry what-nwkits them there, 
performing one of the most sacred duties I 
of oiotlieiliood, striving to mitigate, if she 
may not destroy, the dangers site finds 
there. 

Dangers, insidious, creeping, flattering 
while they dawn, are many of them, the. 
mother iii-tim-t senses them, and with all 
the strength of mother-love, is woman 
de-iring to throttle every linking foe, lie it 
the spaw n of concentrated evil, false mor- 
ality or the dragon of intemperance. See- 
ing fathers, Im-lmnds, brothers, sons, tall- j 
ing, helpless to help tliemselve-, under the 
enntroling power of drink, woman lias 
-worn by the Eternal Father that this foe 
to all that is right, pure, holy uuh true shall 
drink of its own fatal cup uud die by its 
own poisoning. 

•Motln-r-, wives, sisters, daughters, will i 
plant in the heart of this demon the sword ' 
of truth, which will sunder the soul and 
spirit, -lay while It makes alive, destroy 
while it restores.

No longer regarding the work of home- 
life a- drudgery, woman’s living, glowing 
thought, w ith it- torch of troth, is lighting 
her wav through all the avenues of this 
i-omidex family state, and showing her the 
mighty powers at work for good or evil, 
and she is raising herself to redeem the 
time, to lie it Dli- in the great beyond to say, 
“Here am I, with the i-liildri-n whom Tliiiu 
hast id veil me, saved, redeemed.”

The concert given in Eliot Hall on 
Monday evening in aid of the Newton 
Cottage Hospital was attended by an 
audience which nearly filled the large 
hall. 

Miss Barnes was first hoard in a recita- 
tive and romanz.i liy ltobaiidl, sung with 
violin obligato. Miss Barnes’ voice is of 
a mezzo-soprano rang**, her best notes 
being in the lower register; her intona- 
tion is good, and her work careful aud 
thorough. Mis. Fcndersoll’s singing 
was not so cnjoyahls as it has been upon 
former occasions; the second selection 
particularly was marred by' an exaggera- 
tion of action entirely out of place upon 
the concert stage: the Cradle Song, ns an 
encore to the Love Sing, wns much 
better sung. The duett by Miss Barnes 
ami Mrs. Fenderson suffered from an 
unfortunate disagreement as to the 
pitch. 

Mr. Parker easily carried off the vocal 
honors of the evoving; liis selections 
were excellently suited to liis voice, and 
were rendered with that nicety ot ex- 
pression so characteristic of his singing. 
Mr. Whitney was heard in a song entitled 
“The Three Fishers," also in “The Two 
Grenadiers;” two of the military gentle- 
men being considered equal to three of 
their seafaring brethren. We wore be- 
ginning to congratulate ourselves, upon 
reading over the program, that Mr. 
Whitney w as really to lie heard in some- 
thing beside the "Two Grenadiers;” an 
equally familiar song by lUndeggor 
occupied its place upon the program, 
hut no, the “Boido Orcnadioro” had to 
come, doubtless stricken with mortific i- 
tion at finding its time-honored place 
upon the program usurped by another. 
And right here, it it not time to ask 
what estimate artists arc wont to put 
upon the appreciative abilities of a New- 
ton audience? A poorer program, musi- 
cally, than the vocal portion of that put 
before us Monday has seldom come to 
our notice in Newton, and we have had 
some very choice specimens. Newton 
people are not children in music; they 
lire too near Nikiscli, Kneisel, Haermann 
and Lehmann for that: they are able to 
enjoy good music, and it is simply a slur 
upon their intelligence to expect them to 
patronize concerts with programs of so 
little merit. Good programs have been 
given in Newton, and what is more, they 
have been appreciated. If people pay to 
hear a concert, they have a right to ex- 
enjoyed will be presented' for their tear- 
ing. 

Miss Webster's playing of the adagio 
of tlie Goltermnnn concerto was beauti- 
ful: her phrasing was intelligent, lier 
shading good and lier tone excellent; the 
immenselly difficult last movement was 
nut quite so well played as upon a former 
occasion in Newton. Miss Grebe made 
an unfortunate selection of the aria from 
the Bacli suite in D as lier first number. 
An adequate rendering of this selection 
demands a breadth of tone and an intelli- 
gence in phrasing which was entirely 
lacking in its performance; the second 
number was much better played. 

Mr. Nash filled the very important post 
of accompanist in a very satisfactory 
manner, although hampered hy the use 
of an upright pianoforte, an instrument 
entirely inadequate for a concert in a 
hall the sizu of liliot Hall.

A new pastor had been 
called to t lie church at Now tonvillc, 
there was special religions interest at 
Xoiinntiim, the First church and Eliot 
church had held their animal church 
meetings, with roll call and social, which 
were largely attended and of gieat 
interest. 

At the close of the business Prof. 
Bumstead of Atlanta Univqrsity was 
introduced, and gave a brief sketch of 
the great work there being done. It 
stands for the ordinary education of (iiMl 
students in all the grades from primary, 
grammar, normal, academy and college. 
It combines also the industrial with the 
regular educational w oik. But after all 
the supreme labor is the religious educa- 
tion. In the past 1(1 years 200 students 
have graduated from the iiormnl ami 
college courses. Seventy per cent, of 
these graduates are now teaching, lie- 
side those who are in professional life. 
Those who have married are making the 
tiue ideal home in training their child- 
ren in the better ways of living. 

it has long been the wish of many 
friends to erect a building for an indus- 
trial school for girls, to be called the 
Maria B. Pnrber building. A few hund- 
red dollars have been raised for tins pnr- 
i pose, but much more is needed to carry 
• on the work. Mrs. Furber took very 
1 active interest in the work of the Univcr- 
; sily lie asked not for money contribu- 
tions so much as for the influence and 
sympathy of those present. 

Rev. Dr. Lamsun of Boston was intro- 
duced as one who knew from experience 
the work of organized charity. .

Mr. N. Mosman. city almoner, gave a 
sketch of the work as carried on by the 
city. About 400 people are aided yearly, 
comprising about 160 families. At the 
poor farm about (10 people find a home. 

Mr. A. S. March spoke of the work of 
tlie i’omroy Home as embodying in a 
practical way several of tlie suggestions 
of Dr. Lanisou. It aimed to prevent 
crime and want as the best way to cure 
the evil. It was doing the work econom- 
ically, the cost id each girl fin a year 
being *125, *'.’.40 per week or :14 cents 
per day. 

Rev. W. A. Lamb spoke for the New- 
ton Associated Charities, a copy of 
whose constitution was recently printed 
in the GiiAl'lltc. It was doing an excel- 
lent wrok and should interest tlie sympa- 
thy and cooperation of everyone. 

A hearty vote of thanks was extended 
to Rev. Dr. Lamsoii for his aide address.

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PERPETUAL MOTION BICYCLE. 

The Curlmm One Wheeled Machine In- 
vented l>y n SI. I,ouln (ienlun. 

Joseph Hrictommosor, ft SI. I, "iiiH me- 
chanic, rliiiniR to Imve invented :i bicycle 
which possesses in one respect the valu- 
nhlc quality known ns perpetual motion. 
His model Is n. very curious looking af- 
fair. Ii consists of one gigantic wheel, 
eight, feet in height, tnnilo of steel and 
copper wire and n small cast iron wheel, 
which, instead of being in front or be- 
hind, ns all small wheels of bicycles are, 
Is on the right hand side. The rider, in- 
stead of being perched on the top of tho 
machine, sits in a small recess nliout 
three feel in diameter upon a sliding 
sent running upon eight sliding grooved 
wheels in the center of the large wheel. 
His feel are in a straddle position; that 
is, one on each side, nnd rest upon two 
foot rests, which are fastened to the seat 
by means of steel rods. 

To set the curious machine in motion 
the rider leans forward, thus changing 
the center of gravity nnd causing tho 
wheel to revolve. Tho next move is to 
re-establish tho center of gravity, but 
according to the inventor the center can- 
not be found and the wheel continues 
revolving, gaining speed at each turn. 
There is no limit to tho speed obtainable. 
The edges of both wheels are grooved 
nnd can Is- used on a railroad track ns 
well as on the ground. Hy mentis of a 
peculiar arrangement of canvas, which 
covers the steel spokes near the center 
and forms an air light space which ex- 
tends around the wheel, the inventor 
says the structure can travel in water ns 
well ns on land. The canvas, when the 
machine is used on land, serves as an 
umbrella to shield tho rider from tho 
sun anil rain. 

The machine can he made tojcoiupleto 
a circle by simply throwing the weight 
on the opposite side from which the 
rider desirf s to go. A passenger can be 
carried by simply extending tin 1 seat to 
the small wheel. The seal does not 
move when the machine is in operation; 
in fact, it nets as the axle, allowing the 
wheel to slide around it. Mr. Urietem- 
moser claims that the heavier the load 
carried the quicker the machine can 
travel. 

The model is as yet a very crude look- 
ing affair. The canvas which serves as 
an umbrella and float is ornamented 
with the inscription, "Perpetual Motion, 
Joseph Brietemmoser, 1888. ' The in- 
ventor lias already secured ten patents 
for various devices invented hy him. lie 
is also at present employed in Imilding a 
very peculiar looking mill, which, when 
completed, will be capable of turning 
out six to ten different grades of flour at 
the same time. Tho grinding stone is 
made of cast iron, and is kept in a sharp 
condition by means of tin emory wheel 
which revolves with it. — Globe-Demo- 
crat. 


Scliivet kii'if Cliff DiveHen*. 

Lieut, Schwntkn, of polar fame, sur- 
veys mankind from China to Peru with 
equal mind, llnriiigexlinnsted thearctic 
circle, lie took himself to the equator. 
In returning lie hits now reached 10 1 Paso, 
Texas, accompanied hy Mr. K Howard 
O'Neill, in charge of eleven clilT dwellers 
from the Sierra Mndrc mountains. These 
cliff dwellers tire mein Iters of the Tiilmar- 
ninri tribe, and speak a language of their 
own. They came from Tukovn. 200 miles 
from Chihuahua, and traveled I lie whole 
distance on foot, beating their master, 
who rode. One of these men is known to 
have traveled 100 miles in twelve hours, 
an achievement that recalls the stories of 
the old Greek runners. Lieut. Schwatka 
intends loexhihit his strange companions 
in the principal cities of the country, and 
then to take them to Kurope to join Buf- 
falo Bill. — Harper's Bazar. 


Tile l-'.millltloll or Coni. 

It takes ft prodigious amount of vege- 
table matter to form a layer of coal, it 
being estimated that the present growth 
of tlie world would make a layer less 
titan one-eighth of an inch in thickness 
and that it would take a million years of 
vegetable growth to form u coal bed ton 
feet in thickness. The United States lias 
an area of mot"' than 110,000 square miles 
of coal Helds, and more than 1 10,000 tons 
of coal were mined in this country last 
year, enough lo run a ring around t lie 
earth at the center live and otto-half feet 
wide and live and one-half feel thick. 
Competent scientists say that there is 
enough coal in the United State- to sup- 
ply the world for the next 2,000 years. — 
New York Telegram. 


Oi‘uiiK<) Shipment* from California. 

The freight depart menls of the South- 
ern Pacilic and Santa Ke roads a ro no w 
busily engnged handling the orange crop 
which is being shipped cast by the usual 
sjiccial orange trains. 

This evening one of these special I rains 
will leave the Arcade depot for Chicago. 
It will comprise seventeen or more curs, 
and seven days will elapse before it will 
reach its destination. A number of 
specials have already been sent out over 
tlie Santa IV. The exact figures show- 
ing the number of boxes of oranges that 
have been shipped cast from Southern 
California this season are not attainable 
at present, but all railroad ollicinls who 
were interviewed this morning stated 
tlmt the shipments to date were twice 
us great as compared with 1880. — Los 
Angeles Kx press. 


A II uri Icuiio ut Kelt. 

An iceberg 700 feet high and one mile 
long was passed by tho British steam- 
ship Miucola, which arrived from Ham- 
burg recently. ( ’apt. lCvuns, tlie com- 
mander of tlie Miueolu, says be made a 
careful observation and located the Moat- 
ing island in lat. 1 1 014 and long. 18:40. 
Thu supply of coal gave out w 'tile the 
steamship was within a mile of tho huge 
berg and the cold was intense. Capt. 
Evans, after struggling hard, found it 
was impossible lo make any headway, so 
lieaded tlie steamship for Halifax. On 
Jan. 28 u hurricane struck the vessel, 
sweeping everything before it. Cupt. 
Evans said lie once weathered a tornado 
in the Chinese sea, in which the velocity 
of the \\ ind w as 1 15 miles all hour, la 
his opinion the force of this iiurrioau* 
was much greater. — New York Bull. J

There Imve 1w*en forty miles of miow- 
Bhetfo on the lino of the Central Pueiflo 
railroad in the high Siena these many 
years. At. thin altitude, or at the height 
equal to the' summit of Mount Washing- 
ton, in New Hampshire, the snow in 
such except ionahle winters as t hi- it de- 
cidedly troulil*‘Sf*me to the railroad jx*o- 
ple. From the vicinity of Mount Shasta 
north for nearly a hundred miles, tho 
snow fn I Is every w inter. Once in twenty 
years tlie snow at the highest altitude 
falls on the mountains to such a depth us 
is found there this winter. (California has 
both a winter and a springcliinate at tho 
sana* time. While the mountains have 
been literally buried in the snow and 
railway trains Imve had a hard time in , 
getting through the drifts, and many 
cattle have perished in altitudes where 
in ordinary winters they find open pas- 
tures, especially in tin* valleys, among 
the mountains, it has actually been 
spring for 7C0 miles along the coast, and 
inland until an altitude exceeding 1,500 
feet has been reached, tor the last three 
months. <s* since the early rains began. 
Tin* grass iff many places is a foot high. 
Famished cattle have been sent down 
from tlie ranges in the mountains to feed ! 
in the most luxuriant pastures. Citrus 
fruits have ripened, not a few specimens 
hero and there, hut train loads are now 
going forward to eastern markets. They i 
are hawked hy the wagon load on the*! 
streets of this city, its large nnd fair as 
ever gladdened iliecyos of dwellers in 
hyperborean regions. All this time mill- 
ions o I roses have been in bloom in open 
gardens, and only an occasional white 
frost has been seen. The citrus belt id 
hen*, and tie* snow is there. There is a 
perfect harmony between the two. — San 
Francisco liullclin.

Tin; pariluii ismieil l> » Albei t 8. Crank, 
a Cbicagn lawyei®vbo was convicted of 
the crime of per jury in 1888 anil sen 
tengeil to llio.Ioljei prison for one year, 
Pink effect today. Crotvk lias never been 
confined in the penitentiary, but ever 
since lii.s conviction has been allowed to 
remain in tlm Chicago jail. 

.Vs the pardon was directed to tlie 
warden of tlie prison, it became neces- 
sary for t lie prisoner to beat least brought 
to the prison before be could be legally 
discharged from custody. .Sheriff Matson, 
of Cook county, brought Crank to Joliet 
today, having (lie pardon in bis pocket. 
The prisoner was turned over to the 
warden, who gave tlie sheriff his receipt. 
The sheriff then bunded tlie warden tho 
pardon and the Inrmajity of discharging 
Crank from the prison was gone through 
with, and, although Crank had never 
served a minute's time, lie at once asked 
for liis discharge money from the state, 
8ID and transportation, tlm sum paid to 
all discharged convicts. This exhibition 
of gall was a parnlvzer to the prison 
warden, and when tho ex-prisoner finally 
made a demand lor a suit of citizen’s 
clothing, such as is given tot lie discharged 
convicts, it caused Sheriff Matson to re- 
tire in disgust. Crank was paid the $10 
and given a ticket to Chicago, hut lie did 
not get tlie clothes. 

The fact of Crook's having to sign the 
prison vouchers for his discharge money 
places him oil I lie prison records as hav- 
ing been a convict, as he had to bo given 
a number and entered on ibe convict 
register. file cupidity of the fellow 
caused this, and now No. 82. Albeit S. 
Crank, is an ex-convict. — Joliet Special 
lo Chicago News.

CALIFORNIA STOplES. 

The fatal »r tlw MiMtftiiKfl (IrlMlir* nnd 
I roittlerameit. 

The mounlnllisof Finn l.uisObispooffer 
some of the si rang< I frontier scones and 
types to bo found on the l’acillc const. 
The region was one of the Inst strong- 
holds of I In- native Californian-. Helen 
Hunt Jackson colled, (I a good deal of 
material a few months before her death 
in the old town of San Luis from tlie 
Spanish priests there, and would perhaps 
have wrilb n and her Californian novel 
if she had had one more v. ar of life. 
Sin* thought that tin; region combined to 
a remarkable degreethe peculiar charms 
of northern and southern California, and 
she often spoko of Its ''\vnste wealth of 
literary material." 

My thoughts were turned to San Luis 
the other day hy the nows from there 
that a man had found a band of wild 
horses in the mountains and hud cap- 
tured about twenty in a corral. There 
are four or live hands of wild horses t hut 
take care of themselves in the iiufenced 
mountains of tlie upper Sierras, but noun 
in tlie const range, north of San Luis. 
They are descended from Spanish “mus- 
tangs." and are as wild and worthless for 
any kind of work as it is |>ossiblo to im- 
agine. In one case, in early times, a 
Spanish land owner was persuaded to 
buy an .American plow and sow some 
wheal. He had four or five mustangs 
tied to the plow beam, put boys on the 
mustangs, and ran thorn across the fields 
with several Indians hanging to the plow 
handles. Every now and then the mus- 
tangs Hew out on the plowed ground and 
kicked "for all they were worth." After 
a little while the old Don was heard to 
say: "What men these Americans are! 
How hard they work for nothing!" And 
so he went Intel, to his brush harrow. 

One of the characters of San Luis died 
a short lime ago. lie was a frontiers- 
man, known over thousands of square 
miles of mountain and valley as "Uncle 
Billy of Josephine.” He was a griszled 
giant, certainly tho coolest and strongest 
man in the region, and lie kept a post- 
oflice and a store. IIo was a blacksmith, 
a school trustee, and r, few things be- 
sides, especially a wheel horse at ("imp 
meetings. One nighttwo Mexican miners 
tried to rah tho old man. The door was 
shut. Imt be t brew the foremost Mexican 
through the panels into the road, and 
then, putting Ids arms about the three 
others, shoved them en masse through 
the splinters and fragments of the broken 
door. "One or two of them Mexicans 
stuck their knives into me," said Uncle 
Billy afterward, “but I never showed I 
was hurt, and after they were throwed 
out they crawled away.” In fuct, one 
knife thrust was clear through hisurui; 
but, oil the oilier hand, he crippled most 
of the Mexicans for life. 

There were plenty of grizzlies around 
tlie mountains fifteen years ago, and I 
hear of i hem, even now. Every one in 
tlie mountains has an immense respect 
for the grizzly. An old frontiersman 
tells me l Iml n few years ago lie was 
hunting stray cattle, and lie 'came on a 
new settler's cabin beside an oak in a 
mountain valley. He slaved with Hie 
settler over night, sleeping in it blanket 
before the lire. During the night they 
heard a great noise outside. The settler 
looked out iimi reported that a large bear 
was at Hie meat safe, which hung under 
the oak tree. The frontiersman was 
asked lo shoot it, but said be would not 
risk it. with only a revolver nnd u shot- 
gun. Thu wife of the settler remarked 
that they were Itotlt cowards, and she 
would drive it off with a broom. They 
locked the door, prevented her from 
going out. and shortly after heard tho 
meat sale fall and roll into the gulch. 
In tlie morning they found that an old 
horse had become entangled in i ho ropes 
of tlie meat safe, and finally torn it down 
in his si niggles and dragged it down tlie 
ravine. Tlie old frontiersman and the 
new settler were obliged in self defence 
to retire to the headwaters of the Ban 
Antonio within a week and stay there 
until they had killed a grizzly apiece, — 
New York Tribune.

under si.xly days. Motors have been in- 
troduced for all conceivable purposes to 
which power can lie applied, and small 
industries run hy electrical power have 
started up in many places where steam 
power could not have been utilized. 
The use of the storage buttery is also 
growing rapidly.— New York Telegram.

Prof. Hnraford 1ms improved with a quaint 
and aptly designed Hiediicvnl tower, at tlie 
junction of Stony brook with tho Charles 
river, shows that it 1ms already become a 
place of pilgrimage for the public, and 
that in tlie localities near hv there is 
much to confirm tho belief that this spot 
was formerly occupied hy an industrious 
and pioneer people, whether they were 
Norsemen or some other race. In tlie vol- 
ume which Prof. Horsford has published, 
and which contains his statement of reas- 
ons for identifying this location witli the 
ancient Norumbega, there is much to 
show that lie is not without good reasons 
for erecting the tower and connecting it 
witli the Norsemen. But whether his 
conclusions are accepted or not, he has 
drawn attention to the locality, and giv- 
en it such importance to curious and in- 
terested parties that it has become at 
once an historical shrine, and is sure to 
be constantly visited by tlie people.

Hoard of Public Works. 

The ligislativn committee on cities 
gave a healing on the petition of Newton 
to establish a hoard of public works on 
Wednesday. City Solicitor Winfield s. 
Slocum appeared for the petitioners. 
The Legislature, ho said, lias already 
given authority for the establishment of 
boaids of public works, as illustrated in 
the case of New Bedford and Northamp- 
ton, The proposed hoard in Newton 
was simply administrative, carrying out 
the will of tlie city council. If tlie city 
council decided to build a street the 
board of public winks would simply see 
the project completed. It meant tlie 
establishing of just such an administra- 
tive depaitmenl at the city of Qniury 
lias. It was proposed to have three 
members on the board, tlie number to be 
increased if desired at any subsequent 
period. They would take, also, tlie 
power of highway surveyors and board 
of public health. 

Mayor Buir of Newton, indorsed tlie 
aiguments of Mr. Slocum, and said tlie 
present charter of Newton was a bad 
one which, if it were not for tlie sterling 
character of men in office, would lead to 
many practical evils. As at present con- 
stituted, tlie offiec of mayor has very little 
authority. Tlie mayor and aldermen 
may appoint for life, and tlie mayor can- 
not remove without consent of tlie board 
of aldermen. Mayor Burr said the city 
had got beyond tlie point where it could 
get along without unpaid work, and yet 
not so far along as to admit of tlie 
employment of a large number of paid 
officials. Ho believed that before long 
tlie city would apply to tlie Legislature 
for a very radical change of its charter. 

! .Mr. Morison of the committee suggest- 
j od an amendment to the hill proposed 
' making tlie term of tlie board of public 
works not to exceed live years, and the 
number of members not to exceed five, 
with power to reappoint. 

[ Mr. Slocum said the city of Newton 
would make no objection to such ail 
amendment. There were no remon- 
strants, and the hearing was closed.

.MEETING OF THE S( II00L HOARD. 

THE DEPORTMENT AN Tl "I'HOLABSIItP OP 
THE IIIOH SCHOOL TO IIK INVESTf- 
OATKD. 

The regular monthly mea-inir of flio 
seined board was held in the high school 
building, Newtonvllle, Wednesday even- 
ing. All the members were present ex- 
I cept i lia'rman Hollis. Superintendent 
Emerson submitted a report rocotn- 
incnding in tbe interests of the city the 
establishing of an English high school on 
tlie south side of tbe city, especially for 
tlie accommodation of pupils in wards 5 
and ff. He said that tlie present enrol- 
ment of tlie high school was 47-3. Of 
that number 1.30 came from wards 5 and 
6 and many others came from a consider- 
able distance. At tlie last meeting of 
tlie board a petition had been presented 
and referred to the commitlea on nc- 
: counts asking for an appropriation for 
the conveyance of pupils from the south 
side of r lie city. It does not seem right 
to subject pupils to such inconvenienco 
in gi-ttiug to and from tlie high school. 
The grammar schools are accessible to 
pupils in the various sections of tlie city, 
it being tbe policy of tlie city to provide 
such schools within easy reach of pupils 
desiring such educational advantages. 
Tlie same policy should be carried out in 
providing accessible buildings for tlie 
high school pupils. The present high 
school is large enough numerically to 
warrant its division, and better condi- 
tions in the discipline and usefulness of 
the school are possible in one with from 
' 3H0 to 400 pupils than in one with be- 
tween .3no and 000. It would also be in 
tlie interest of economy to establish a 
high school on tbe soutli side of the 
city, besides enhancing the value of real 
estate in that section, developing tlie 
community and resulting in a large in- 
crease of taxable property. As a busi- 
liess enterprise, 1 doubt if the city could 
make a better investment. Its curricu- 
' lum should be tlie same as that of the 
1 preseut high school, with tlie exceptiou 
' of Greek, and all brandies should be 
taught with equal thoroughness. Tlie 
: report, on motion of Mr. I’utiley, was ac- 
cepted and referred to a special commit- 
tee for consideration, to consist of the 
Mayor, President Hyde of the common 
council and the members of the high 
school committee. 

It was voted, on motion of Mr. Put- 
ney, to adopt tlie following text hooks: 
Collar’s Practical Latin Composition, 
Hogue’s Greek Verbs of Attic Prose nnd 
Myer's & Allen’s Ancient History. 

The secretary of tlie board was author- 
ized to purchase such music charts as 
were deemt d necessary by the instru-i- 
tor of music to facilitate his work, pro- 
vided satisfactory terms could be ar- 
ranged with the publishers. The order 
was offered by Mr. Hornbrooke and 
passed after considerable discussion in 
which tlie methods of the music instruc- 
tor were criticised and a variety of opin- 
ions given as to the effect resulting front 
, the introduction of the Holt chart in 
: connection with the Mason song books. 

'1 lie majority- deemed it advisable to a£ j 
; cede to the wishes of the music instruc- 
tor, thus giving to him the tools with 
which lie was best fitted to work. Some 
of tbe members expressed tlie opinion 
that a criticism of t tie- methods of tl.e 
music instructor was unjust, as lie bad 
not bien given the books ami charts 
which lie desired to carry on his work. 

It was voted, on motion of Mr. Bar- 
nard, to appropriate the sum of $11.- 
l!k).7ti for the expenses of tlie preseut 
month. Mr. Karunri, for the committee 
on accounts, reported inexpedient on tlie 
pciitiou requesting an appropriation for 
the conveyance of pupils to the high 
school from tbe south side of the city. 
The report was accepted. 

Mr. Bell moved that permission be 
granted to Hono r Bigelow to take up the 
study of geometry and military drill t r 
tlie balance of tbe school year. In ex- 
plniiatiou lie stated tli.it the boy’s health 
precluded him from taking up tlie full 
course of studies this year. Discussion 
ensued, during which n appeared from i 
reading of tlie recoids that the high 
school committee had n-ported adverse y 
on the request, as it was not deemed ad- 
visable to establish Hu- precedent iu tlie 
case of a student who was a pupil of an- 
other school. Mr. Bell said that the 
boy’s parents had assured him that the 
boy would take up the full course next 
year and tl.at he was simply studying 
French and German in Boston. 11c had 
been a pupil in tlie high school and it 
had been customary to grant such te- 
quests in tlie case of other students, it 
was finally voted to refer the matter 
baek to tlie high sehool committee. 

Mr. Bell called tlie attention of tho 
board to numerous complaints which 
had been made to li i m concerning tlie 
work of tlie lngli school and the scholar- 
ship of some of its pupils. He said that 
since lie bad been a member of tin- board 
tlie representatives ol 14 different fam- 
ilies had been to him to find out why 
their children iu tlie high school ranked 
so low iu scholarship. Every boy and 
gill, added Mr. Bell, is sent to tlie high 
school for tlie purpose of acquiring an 
education, and it is not, therefore, a 
question altogether of how many stu- 
dents shall in- prepared for admission to 
colleges. Some ot file pupils are being 
filled for entranee into lut rcaillile pui- 
suits. Tlie question tor us to coiisuie i 
is whether tlie students who are pu- 
pating for colleges are alone deriving the 
educational advantages ot the school, i i 
whether all tlie pupils are deriving Hie 
benefits which su li a school should pro- 
vide. To ascertain that, I will otter as a 
motion that a committee of tluee be ap- 
pointed by tlie mayor, to consist of mem- 
bers of the board elected at tlie last elec- 
tion, t-> investigate tbe scholarship and 
deportment of tbe pupils of the high 
school, ami to report tlie u-siilt of such 
investigation at some future uncling ot 
the board. The motion was secoinieil b> 
Mr. Barnard, for the purpose of bringing 
it before tbe board for discussion. 

Mr. Dickiusoii hoped that the motion 
would not pass, lie thought it had the 
appearance of a direct attack -iu tbe high 
school. 

Mr. Uuliit-.v expressed himself iu oppo- 
sition to tlie appointment of a committee 
composed of members elected at the last 
(C'uufiHUed on pa je 4. )

The lifili st-mi-aomtal i»Ti*o drill of tlic 
High school Imtlnlion took |>lncc in l-'llot 
Mall, Newton, last Saturday afternoon, 
and attracted a lariic iininhor of citizens 
who occupied seats on the stage and 
along the sides of the spacious audito- 
rium. f'n the platform were seated tlio 
girls of the elrss of "00 in their pretty 
class costumes and about them were the 
invited guests, including Mayor Hurt', 
liev. A. K. Lawrence of the school hoard, 
Kov. Henry ,1. Patrick. Kepiescntative 
Gilman and others. 

The exercises opened v ith music liy 
tho orchestra folio wee by the battalion 
drill, under Maj. A. I . Patrick. When 
the battalion marched into the hall the 
spectators cheered heartily and the 
pretty girls in the front row waved the 
class colors, signifying their approbation 
of tho hoys who certainly made a line 
appearance, marching like veterans and 
capturing the hearts of their many ad- 
mirers and fiicnds by their soldierly 
appearance and precision of movement. 
The drill was watched with much inter- 
est and was an improvement in many 
respeets over that of the previous year. 
The company movements were llnely 
executed and the showing in the manual 
of arms was a most creditable one. In 
loading and tiring, a prettier exhibition 
has not been given— and it was impossi- 
ble to distinguish the click of the ham- 
mers by any irregnlai ities pf movement, 
every man striking the trigger apparent 
ly at tlic same precise moment. In the 
general drill, with comparatively few 
exceptions, the unison ot movement in 
executing the orders of the commanding 
officer was a notable and praise-worthy 
feature. 

At the conclusion of the battalion 
drill the prize squad, composed of a 
detail of to from each company, marched 
into the hall amid tho martial strains of 
music. Thu competition for the l’ulsifer 
modal brought out the best efforts of the 
picked men who gave a very clever exhi- 
bition in the manual of arms. Adjutant 
1’. B. Chase commanded the squad and 
the drill was thorough and difficult, only 
the most experienced men in the squad 
being able to go through the many de- 
tails without an error. In a short time 
only ti men were left in line and when 
the remnant of tire squad marched into 
the hall for the last time but live ot its 
original number remained in the ranks. 
Honors seemed about equal between 
First Sergeants Tyler and Ulaisdell with 
Corporal Thomas close after them in the 
struggle which ensued for the tirst prize. 
The “little corporal” showed the effects 
of the hard drill in unsteadiness caused 
by the severe strain, ills opponents, of 
gveatei physique, possessed more endur- 
ance aiui both men drilled like machines. 
The judges pronounced in favor of First 
Sergeant E. G. Ulaisdell of Co. 1'.. Sergt. 
S. Tyler and Corporal Thomas securing 
honorable mention. 

The next feature of tho exercise proved 
a very interesting one. that of the drill 
by the sword squad, under command of 
Jlaj. Patrick. A very line exhibition of 
the cuts and guards, common to sabre 
practice, was given and tie work b >th 
offensive and defensive v as worthy of 
commendation and received the pliudits 
of the ladicqand gentlemen present, who 
were quick to appreciate the .-kill of 
those who participated. Dining tin- 
sword exorcise, two sabres were broken 
about half-way below the hilt, i ine o' 
the men was supplied with a new sable, 
but his opponent, Sergt. Holmes, was 
left with an almost useless weapon, and 
therefore placed at a disadvantage. The 
accident marred the effec iveness of the 
•concerted movements of the squ id as 
iboth men were Anally oblig-d to draw 
out of line. 

Thu dress parade was formed at the 
conclusion of tlie sabre drill When the 
lines were completed, Mayor Burr 
stepped forward and awarded the prizes 
in an appropriate speech. He said: I 
have no planned siisech and my remarks 
will he umpired by what the occasion 
suggests. If It seemed necessary to use 
words of censure, 1 hope that 1 should 
be honest enough to pronounce them. It 
seems, however, that it is my very pleas- 
ant duty to speak only words ot piaise 
and commendation. I can voice the sen- 
tilUfjilts of the parents and citizens in 
commending the excellence of your drill 
and military deportment. Only two 
hours each week are given to the drill 
and only one hour is actually spent in 
the work, <>-< ing to the time taken up in 
going from the High -cloud to the Arm - 
vy. The good showing you have made 
is, therefore, veiy creditable under tie- 
circumstances. I tin a believer in mili- 
tary di ill and 1 believe also that what 1- 
wortli doing is worth doing well. It is 
to he hoped, l held ore, that the facilities 
for this branch ot yom woik will la- in- 
creased and Ihat the iilveal ot a few 
months will result in furnishing the 
battalion with a suitable lull for drill 
purposes In an accessible place, saving 
much time and annoyance to the pupils. 
| Applause. The exercises ibis after- 
noon have In ought lo my mind a story 
concerning the lamented Abraham l.iu- 
enhi. When he was r young limn he en- 
listed in (lie Black ilawk wai and took 
command of a company, lie possessed 
the itiorai courage required l u the duties 
of his pusi'.ioii, hill lacked the technical 
training. When inarching at the head 
of Ids company In- came to a fence, 
hailing liirtiier progre ss. Not knowing 
what military order to issue In: requested 
his command t > break ranks and tin in on 
tire other side of the fence. If any of 
the ho\n at this battalion, continued 
Mayor Burr, ever meet with such a diffi- 
culty they will lie belter prepared to 
meet the exigencies of the occasion, so 
far as lire military knowledge is eott- 
ccrued. Von may not all ire Abraham 
Iiiucolns, but you call Income good citi- 
zens and useful members of society.

At tin- conclusion ot the mayor's 
speech, the battalion and its numerous 
friends proceeded to Armory Hall where 
rlauciug was enjoyed and a collation 
served.

THE Vi A > F.lll.Y OAKS. 

TIIK I \MOt s OltOtT OF TURFS |\ TllK 
TOWN OF ItEI.MONT. 

There is in Belmont, formerly apart 
of the ancient town of Watertown, a 
group of oaks which has conic to he 
known in recent years as the Waverly 
t'aks. from tho village near which they 
stand. These Waver ly < 'aks are, all things 
considered, the most interesting trees 
in eastern .Massachusetts, ami although 
there are larger oaks in New England 
and in the Middle Mates, a group con- 
taining >o many large trees is not often 
seen now anywhere in eastern America, 
says Garden and Forest. There are in 
this group "J:> large oaks and one large 
elm, growing on an area of two or three 
acres. The oaks are all white oaks, with 
tho exception of a single swamp white 
oak. They occupy mainly the slopes of 
a terminal moraine, along tlic base of 
which tlows Heaver brook, the "Sweet 
Beaver, child of forest still," sung by 
Lowell 

The Waverly oaks arc well known to 
Bostonians interested in nature, and 
strangers not infrequently make the 
pilgrimage to Belmont to look upon these 
venerable products of Massachusetts 
soil, it is strange, therefore, that so 
little has ever been printed about these 
trees. Emeison, tlic historian of the 
trees of Massachusetts, makes no refer- 
ence to them, l’ipcr, who wrote of the 
trees of America, and who lived not very 
far away, in Maiden, seems to have ovet- 
looked them, and travelled all the way to 
Stowe to tind his typical New England 
white oak. Brown, another Massa- 
chusetts man who published hooks 
about trees, passed them by without a 
word. The poets and philosophers of 
Cambridge ami Concord, who doubtless 
often passed by Beaver brook, make no 
mention of its great trees, which first 
appear in print, apparently, in 1SS1, in 
Harper’s Magazine, where Mr. F. II. 
Underwood speaks of them as "tin- only 
group of aboriginal trees standing on the 
Massachusetts coast” — t statement to 
which some exceptions might be taken. 

Tiie committee on grounds of the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society 
visited the Waverly Oaks on the 2Sth of 
June, 1SS4, and the chairman, Mr. J. G. 
Barker, joined to its report printed in 
the transactions of the society for that 
year t he other short account of the trees, 
which lias appeared coupled with a 
timely suggestion for their preservation. 

The age which these trees have 
attained and the vicissitudes they have 
survived entitled them to respect, and 
tlic people of Massachusetts might 
wisely secure their preservation through 
I lie purchase and dedication to public 
use of the land on which they stand. 

The age of these old oaks can only he 
surmised. One famous naturalist is said 
to have declared that the smallest of 
them had existed through more than a 
thousand years. It is probable that this 
statement is greatly exaggerated. The 
largest tree in the group girths 17 feet :f 
inches at :l 1-2 feet from the ground. 
An actual examination of the wood of 
one of the trees shows that it has in- 
creased :! inches in diameter during the 
last 24 years. Had it made the same 
rate of growth during the whole period 
of its existence, it would have been 40S 
years old, and the largest tree in the 
group would be, with the same rate of 
increa-e, SOS years old. It is probable 
that they are both younger than these 
estimates make them. They inav have 
grown less rapidly for several years at 
the beginning of their life, but there 
must have been a number of years, pro- 
bably several hundred, when they in- 
creased more rapidly in diameter than 
they have during the last quarter of a 
century. The appearance of the trees 
justifies this supposition. 

They are still healthy, audarc growing 
with considerable vigor; hut there can 
he no doubt that their period of most 
rapid development has passed, or that, 
while they may continue, with proper 
care, to live and increase slowly for 
centuries perhaps, they will grow less 
rapidly now than they did one or two 
hundred years ago. But after making 
all due allowance for differences in the 
rate of growth at different periods in the 
existence of these trees, it is safe to 
surmise that the youngest of them had 
attained to some size before iho Pilgrims 
landed on the shores of Massachusetts 
bay, and that the oldest was at that time 
a tree of some size. 

The ponderous lateral branches of 
t u-.se trees, reaching out in every direc- 
t on, show that they grew up in tin- open 
ground, which must have been cleared 
four or live hundred years ago. if, in- 
deed. lire dry anil gravelly soil ever 
produced any other forest growth con- 
temporaneously with these oaks. 

The Waverly oaks grow within a few 
hundred yards of the* .station at Waverly, 
on the Boston A Fitchburg railroad, on a 
piece of ground directly opposite the 
property of the trustees of tiie Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, occupied by 
• lie country home of that institution. 
The whole region is undergoing rapid 
development, and houses arc springing 
up on every side. The establishment ot 
a small public park at this place, which 
need not exceed three or four acres in 
extent to accomplish this object, would 
protect the trees from the dangers which 
now threaten them, and would make a 
valuable and interesting public resort 
within walking or driving distance of 
the Ironies of a very large number of 
people.

Let this he 
the standard under which we will live, 
and lie alw ays ready lo protect and shield 
against danger and injury from all an- 
tagonistic foes and enemies.

s mg. -'The star Spangled Banner;” 
cornet solo. May 1’nrks; followed by 
remarks liy liev. Dr. Shinn, who spoke 
of “The Symbolism of the Flag.” 

lie said that we are not to tliinn of 
Hags simply as part of equipment for 
war, hilt as representing ideas. Once it 
was not unusual to llv a Hag from the 
tower of a church. The Church Hag 
was a white ground with a scarlet cross 
on it. The white referred to the purity 
of the Christian faith, and tiie cross was 
tiie emblem of our redemption. 

Tiie American (lag is also symbolic, 
although its symbolic teaching is not 
often thought of. It has Id stripes to 
suggest tire thirteen original colonies. 
The white, primarily tho symbol of 
purity, speaks of integrity and honor, 
and the red of burning zeal and affection, 
so that the striped ground appeals to us 
to stand by the honor and integrity 
of our nation with ardent zeal and gen- 
erous affection, Tlic blue suggests 
vastness, and tlic stars in tiie hi no stand 
for tlic states ns they are admitted. Tho 
stars in the Hag being of one size declare 
that each state is equal in rank and 
privilege to another, and tiiat altogether 
they form a constellation. 

After explaining this lie said that the 
Hag over our school houses meant. 

1st. That we wanted ail tiie children 
to rejoice in being Americans. Whether 
born here or coming here from abroad 
to tind Ironies with us, we want them to 
appreciate what it is to In- Americans 

2d. That all were alike equal in having 
the same privileges und help to do their 
best. No one was to be kept down by 
poverty or obscure origin. No caste dis- 
tinctions wore to be tolerated. 

:ld. That all religions wero to'oratod 
so long as they did not interfere with 
tiie rights of others. The Hag protected 
every one in worshipping Gad according 
to the dictates of his oiv nconscicncc. 

4th. That as tiie Hag meant honor, 
integrity and brotherhood so every one 
living under it should make the name 
“American” honorable, by avoiding 
whatever would disgrace it. 

The exorcises closed with singing 
“Hurrah for New England" liy tiie 
school. 


The Newton Cemetery. 

The Monumental News of Chicago 
pays tiie following deserved tribute to 
the Newton Cemetery in its last num- 
ber : 

It lias been our pleasure to visit fre- 
quently these beautiful grounds for tiie 
past eighteen years, and 1 note from 
time to time tiie improvements as they 
progress, but at no time lias anything 
been done that has added so much to tlic 
place as tlic building of the Bigelow 
Moituary Chapel and Conservatory, both 
of them lii-ing tiie munificent gift of J. 
s. Fallow, Esq., one of Newto.i’s public 
spirited citizens. The Chapel is n me- 
morial lo tin- late Hr. Henry Bigelow, 
and is situated near tiie entrance, just 
North of the soldiers’ monument, and is 
a very handsome piece of stone masonry. 
It is the first object tlr.it attracts atten- 
tion after entering the grounds, the style 
is pure gothic 22 x 12 in size and .'is fool 
high, tho furnishings are of oak; it is 
lighted by stained glass windows in Un- 
roof, at each end and on tlic left side: 
on tiie right side of lire building are- 
three gothic doors opening into the citn- 
servatary w hich is ot handsome design 
:14 x .71 lent and 7:i feel Ipgii in I lie cen- 
tre, the usual straight side tallies and 
centre stand being dispensed with, it i' 
laid out in artistic style, with rockeries, 
fountain, waterfalls, etc., many id the 
plants aie set in tlic ground and are: al- 
ready line specimens, having grown so 
tall that they have reached the glass; 
palms and ferns are most conspicuous, 
with quite a variety of other choice 
plants with begonias of the most luxuri- 
ant grow Hi and lycopods to till up the 
intervening spaces and run over the 
rocks, two plants of tin- iiuisa cavcml- 
isliii, tiie dwarf banana, are i nch hearing 
line clusters of fruit, and are- quite in- 
teresting, quite a good collection of 
duiidrobiunih are noticeable, with very 
choice climbing plants i milling on tre-I 
I i ->cs under tin- roof. These important 
improvements add greatly to the inter- 
ests of (lie place, and are highly appre- 
ciated by tiie proprietors and visitors. 
Passing through tlic grounds we notice 
new additions to the already improved 
parts of tiie grounds, which air- ail ou 
tin- landscape lawn plan, the most no- 
ticeable being a Iracl of about two acres 
on tlic side next to Beacon street, laid 
out and planted this fall, adding greatly 
lo tin- breadth ami liberal appearance of 
t lint part of t lie grounds' these- improve- 
ments have lri*i*u very successfully cur- 
ried out. In lire immediate vicinity of 
lire Chapel a new pond Iras been formed 
in irregnlai shape, in which small is- 
lands arc constructed, two rustic bridges 
appear, one giving access to an island, 
the other crossing at its narrowest point; 
on l lie borders are beds of rhododendrons 
and azaleas, witli groans of shrubs and 
single specimens, witli some trees, arc 
appropriately planted, making I he whole 
surroundings of the chape! and Conser- 
vatoiy attractive and interesting. 

“ It gratifying to notice very marked 


improvements in planting all through 
lire grounds, at t lie entrance trees and 
shrubs take the place largely of tin- us 
rial rummer bedding plants, a pleasing 
feature in the groups and single speci- 
mens of evergreens, these are cheerful at 
all seasons especially in winter. Iho ar- 
tistic bedding out is now conlllied to t li o 
vicinity of Hie chapel mid Cnnsci vntory 
where il belongs, these changes are- de- 
lightful to tiie eje and gratifying to good 
taste, and denotes an era of progress 
which we ore glad to recognize. The 
condition of the ground is always good, 
choice specimens of trees and shrubs, tho 
latter in groups and single specimens, 
greet you at every step; were we to 
speak of ail the objects that attracted 
our attention, we should tax the read- 
er’s patience beyond the space and time 
at our command, we hope that next sum- 
mer many of l he readers of tho Monu- 
mental News will have tho time to visit 
this dolighrful snot, where nature and 
art have seemingly done their best, and I 
am sure- they will bo well paid for so do- 
ing: these grounds h rve boon airly man- 
aged by our respected friond, Mr. Henry 
Boss, lor tn-onty-ciglit years; n large 
part of that timo he has been ably as- 
sistoi by Mr. Olmrlos W. Boss. Under 
their continued care, witli the plans of 
tiie future successfully carried out. tiro 
citizens of Newton will have added rea- 
son to fool proud of their delightful cem- 
etery, which is not second to any subtil- j 
ban cemetery wo know of. J. O. B.

To do all this will cost money, and to 
furnish tho several rooms, when com- 
pleted. will cost still more, and to carry 
on the work with this additional family 
of little ones will add largely to the ex- 
penses every year; but, as the friends of 
tlie Mission have not failed it in the 
past, we look to them with conHdonco 
that they will give it ample support in 
nil its good work In iho future. The 
committee also propose, as they cannot 
now incur tlie expense of tlio (aim and 
industrial school for the smaller hoys, to 
provide for them by hoarding them in 
country families, where proper care and 
training will ho assured, choosing those 
families with a view to the adoption of 
tlie children alter a short time or to thu 
providing of permanent homes. 

!t is the hope of tlie managers that the 
time may not. ho far distant when tlie 
Children’s Mission will be prepared to 
take into its care every child who appea’s 
to it for aid, and when no child needing 
a shelter shall for any reason he refused. 
That time will come when our com- 
munity is fully awake to Hie importance 
of caring for all its dependent children.

lie might have said “Tho Tariff' is a 
Tax,” or "The Tariff is a Blessing,” or 
“The Tariff is a Marvel,” hut lie took 
what is called a different view, and just 
said “The Tariff is a Humbug.” Litera- 
tim et verbal mi, wo believe it was, "The 
liresont tariff is the greatest political 
humbug of modern times." That’s the 
way lie put it aud a very good way it is. 
Wo believe lie was speaking of the tariff 
before tlio revision of 1883, but tho Hum- 
hug til tlio tnriff was simply revised at 
that time and not reduced,— indeed some 
think that "1883” rather increased tho 
amount. 

On the authority then of Hon. John 
W. Candler, Representative in Congress 
of tho Ninth District of Massachusetts, 
we denounce tlie present tariff' ns a polit- 
ical humbug; and do further assert with- 
out need of authority that it is an eco- 
nomic humbug, a social humbug, i moral 
humbug, a humbug, as Mr. Blaine would 
say. “from rind to core and from core to 
rind." • 

-I political Itumbi <£/, certain ly . When 
almost every lending member ol' a great 
historic party asserts again and again 
that tlie tariff should he reduced, that 
raw materials ‘should bo free, that war 
taxes should not lie continued in time of 
peace; — when tlie leaders of a great 
party make such assertions and then in 
the Halls of Congress voto to increase 
I lie tnriff, to keep raw materials on the 
dutiable list, ana to carry on in time of 
peace the tliianoial measures suited to a 
time of war; — then indeed may one 
rightly call it a political humbug. 

An economic huiubuij the tariff has at 
last proved itself oven to its creators. 
New England iron manufacturers do not 
tlud it much protection to pay a tax of 
08 pur cunt, on pig iron. Tlie woolen 
industry does not thrive under a tax of 
30 per cent, and over on wool. The 
canning industries reap no great benefit 
by paying government $0,000, 000 a year 
for the privilege of buying tinned plate. 
The linen manufacturer does not Hull it 
easier to make thread bocausu lie must 
pay $40 a ton for tlax above its marked 
value. If protection meant cheap wool 
and dear goods, it would lie no liuuiln'ig 
to tlie man who hud the goods, if pro- 
tection meant cheap goods and dear wool 
it would ho no humbug In tlie man with 
wool. Bill when it means, as it does 
now, $.’>4,000,000 of woolen goods from 
England annually, there's a good deal of 
humbug for both sheep and men. it is 
humbug pure and simple to protect a 
man fit) per cunt, on what comes out of 
his mill, aud by the same law lax him SO 
per cent, on what goes into it. Eco- 

nomically of course it is simply an 
absurdity, in other words a liuinhug, to 
jnit a duly upon articles which we export 
!;i large quantities. Tlie duties on wheat 
and corn are humbugs of this class. 
Tlie exports and imports (?) iff those two 
articles would not vary a bushel it (lie 
duly were entirely removed. l'eople 
don’t carry coals to Newcastle, and 
Europe will not send us muck grain 
even if wc are so rush as lo take down 
the sign — “Every one bringing wheat 
tliis way will lie lined lUo. per bushel.”

| The Children's Mission of Boston, ill 
which many Newton people are inter-

Tim managers of the Children’s Mis- 
sion to tlie Children of tlie Destitute 
have for a long time desired to extend its 
work, and to this end have had under 
consideration various plans, some of 
which seemed very urgent. Olio of tlio 
most important was that of a branch 
home in tho country, — not too distant 
from Boston, — where ou a small farm 
boys too young and small to be desired 
by families could be trained, when out 
of school, in such industrial work as 
children of their ages call usually do, 
aud be titled for pliaoes ill families whore, 
when thus prepared, they are always 
gladly received. This, though greatly 
needed and strongly urged, was reluct- 
antly given up, as, the expense involved 
being much beyond tlie present income 
of tho Mission, a special appeal to the 
public would every year he required; 
and this (lie comiuittu were unwilling to 
make. 

Another pressing need is that of larger 
provision for tlio care of oliildreu younger 
than can now he admitted to tlie Mission. 
The necessity for this seemed so urgent 
that, utter much deliberation, the 
managers have decided to enlarge their 
work in this direction mid to provide 
accommodations for children between 
tlie ages of two and live, aud, in order to 
do this with the least expense, to connect 
it in some nay with tlie present Mission 
buildings. 

Their first thought was to remodel the 
chapel and to devote that to this purpose. 
The multiplication of chupcUaud mission 
Sunday schools in this part of tlio city 
has been so great that, with tlie change

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

The school board had it very in’eiestlnp 
mooting, this week, and instead of the 
usual dull and sleepy routine, all the 
members were sharply woke up by Mr. 
Boll, and it was one of the liveliest ses- 
sions the board ever had. That is one 
Rood result of trottino a wide-awake busi- 
ness man on the committee. He knows 
what he was elected lo do, and he be- 
lieves in doing it, in the in >st direct and 
business like way. 

Probably every member of the board 
save Messrs. Dickinson and l’utuey have 
heard complaints of the condition of the 
high school, and for obvious reasons 
t hey would be an exception. The dissatis- 
faction is widespread, whether it has any 
foundation or not, and the school can 
not reach the best results until the mat- 
ter is settled. A11 open investigation istiie 
only way to reach the difficulty, whore 
all parties will have a chance to be heard. 
We have had enough of “star-chamber” 
proceedings, of action following vague 
insinuations, of a refusal to take the pub- 
lic into the confidence of the board, and 
treating all remonstrants with silent con- 1 
tempt, as the buried candidates for re- 
election found to their sorrow. Even the 
“spared monuments” realize that a dif- 
ferent policy should be pursued at this 
time, and hence Mr. Hell's motion passed. 

The point advanced by Mr. Hell that 
the committee of investigation should i 
consist of three new members was emi- 
nently proper, as the new members are 
not bound by any previous action, and 
would naturally be more unpiedjudiced 
and impartial than those who had already 
expressed au opinion. What the public 
want is the actual facts, and it would 
.liave been wiser for the board to have 
adopted Mr. Hell's advice. If the high 
school is all that the older members 
claim, they ought to have had confidence 
enough in their statements to have been 
willing to vote for any kind of an inves- 
tigation, from any quarter. As it was, 
they seemed to be afraid to allow more 
than one new member on the investigat- 
ing committee. As it is, the committee 
comprises two members of last year's 
high school committee, who have all eady 
signed a report that the high school is in 
a perfectly satisfactory condition, and 
surpassed by none in the state. 

However, a committee composed ol 
Messrs. Hollis, Dickinson. Iforubrooke, . 
Trais and Drew, ought In he able to 
-make an impartial investigation, and to 
find out whether the woik of the high 
school is just what is required in such a 
school, whether sufficient attention is 
given to those pupils who do not intend 
to enter college, whether any improve- 
ments could be made in the system >>t 
leaching, whether the deportment of the 
scholars and the discipline maintained is 
all that it slpiuld be, and in short to lind 
out if Newton is getting what it pays 
for. We have one of the most, if not 
the most expensive high school in the 
state, and the people want to know if 
it reaches the standard that the expenses 
call for. It would not be a Imd idea to 
have such an investigation every year, 
and instead of acting as though they 
were afraid of it, the members should 
have welcomed it. Every business man 
takes account, of stock once a year, and 
the stock-taking that is proposed 111 the 
condition uf the high school is only the 
duty of a conscientious school board, it 
will prove of great benefit to the school 
if tlm com mi 1 lee appointed does its full 
duty in an impartial 111 inner, listen to 
all who wish to appear, and make theii 
work an investigation, and not seek 
merely to confirm their preconceived 
opinions. The committee would have 
had a much stronger hold on public con- 
fidence if, Mi'. Dell had been a member, 
and as mover of the resolution it was 
rather unparliamentary, not to say dis- 
courteous, to leave him off. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Hell's remarks will 
serve as a guide for the investigating 
committee, who will probably give 
proper notice of healings, and furnish 
opportunity for all who desire it to ap- 
pear. The investigation ought to be 
able to settle all controversy, and if it goes 
work in inn- right spirit will do so. 
The interests of the school demands 
such a course, in order that the faults, if 
any exist, rnay lie remedied, all cause for 
complaints removed, and the school 
again enjoy public confidence. 

i'nr.-n.i si Eliot’s alleged talk in 
il'liiladelpbia about reporters lias created 
•quite a sensation among Hostou newspa- 
pers, but there is 110 reason to doubt liis 
» OTOpt denial of having uttered the 
speech attributed to him. President 
Eliot lias tire courage of his convictions, 
and if lie had made such a speech he 
would iiot have hesitated to stick to it. 
He i-.t .... intelligent a uia however, to 
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have made such a sweeping condemna- 
tion of one of the most hard-working, 
enterprising, and conscientious classes 
in the community. There may be black 
sheep among them, but so there is in 
every class of men, and if the average 
reporter was not a pretty reliable sort of 
a person, the newspapers would not be 
worth reading. The news departments 
of the papers are generally to be de- 
pended upon, ns the experienced report- 
er lias had his wisdom teeth cut enily in 
bis career and is generally on the look 
out for people with a personal axe to 
grind, who wish to have a report colored 
to suit their plans, or statements made 
that will not bear investigation. Tlio 
reporter knows, however, that liis future 
depends on bis ability to find out the 
truth, and that on the great majority of 
papers liis position depends on bis ex- 
actness in stating things as they are. The 
fact that no reporters were present at the 
meeting in question ensts a doubt at 
once on the correctness of the report of 
President Eliot's speech, and the further 
fact that the report eatne from the office 
of the Philadelphia Press, shows that 
the report was so colored by partisan- 
ship as to be unreliable. Coming through | 
such a medium any report would have a 
partisan twist, especially when it treated 
of a political opponent. Fortunately 
President Eliot is too well known in New 
England to be injured by such keyhole 
journalism, but bis experience only 
shows the danger of making speeches 
unless some conscientious reporter is 
present. 

Tiik friends of dogs turned out in force ' 
at the hearing before the committee on 
Agriculture, to protest against fartlief 
legislation to restrain and muzzle dogs, 
and they were led by President Angcll 
of the society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals. Mr. Angell said there 
had only been 7 deaths from Jiydropho 
bia in Hoston during the last forty years 
the 1 ist one in 1S70. He cited from med- 
ical authorities tojsliow that hydropho- 
bia is either unknown or extremely rare, 
and said that in most cases, if alleged 
mad dogs were kept awhile they would 
be found not to be mad, and the people 
who died from hydrophobia, supposing 
they bad been bitten by mad dogs, would 
have got well. In this connection it 
might be stated of the mad dog scares in 
this city the past winter, that prominent 
medical authorities assert that there was 
not a single mad dog in the whole lot, the 
scare being caused by an illness resem- 
bling the grip, which in some cases ren- 
j deled the dog so irritable that he snapped 
at everything lie met, but in most eases 
the dog recovered, and there were no 
other symptoms of rabies, .*501110 men, 
it is said, show the same irritable symp- 
tom when they are ill, but instead of be- 
ing pursued with stouos and clubs, and 
hooted at by an excited crowd, they are 
tenderly nursed and generally recover, 
nevertheless it is not pleasant to be bitten 
by a sick dog, or to be snapped at by a sick , 
man, and in such a cases they, the dogs, j 
should be carefully chained up until the 
bad symptoms disappear. Judging from 
appearances the dog lovers in Newton 
are in a majority, and the friends of the 
dogs certainly made out a strong case 
before the legislative committee. 


Assistant Postmaster General Clark- 
son should be muzzled. He is boasting 
that he lias changed HI, non out of t lie 
55,000 fourth class postmasters, and dur- 
ing the next four weeks lie promises 
to change lu.ooo more. He also says 
that before the end of the month lie ex- 
pects to see live-sixths of the presiden- 
tial postmasters changed, ami then, lie 
says, lie can paraphrase old .Simeon and 
say "Let thy servant depart in peace.” 
The profanity of the last is worthy of 
what goes before it, and yet the present 
administration has not been a year in 
office. Such a wholesale surrender to 
the spoils system is something that 
every good Republican should be 
ashamed of. 


The Newton Club have shown com 
meiidjtble public spirit in tendering a re- 
ception to Hear Admiral Kimberly, whose 
heroic conduct entitles hint to the grati- 
tude of Ids countrymen. There are few 
braver records than Ills in American his- 
tory and Newton may well feel proud to 
welcome such a mail as one of its citizens. 
The Club in this case represent the city 
ami the sentiment of all its citizens.

SCHOOL lUMItll MEETING. 

(Continual from )m;/r 1.) 

election, lie alluded to Ihe recent revo- 
lution in the high school and spoke of 
the work of the school committee in 
bringing order out of chaos. It had resul- 
ted, be added, in the general improve- 
ment of the school. 

Mr. Hell said that the result of the last 
election demonstrated the sentiments of 
citizens in relation to the high school. 
These citizens, he added, have a right lo 
know what the condition of the school 
is. There has been and there now is a 
feeling of uncertainly in the minds of 
many people regarding Clio condition of 
the high school. If there is any reason 
for this feeling, we ought to get at the 
root of the trouble to the end that the 
sclio 1 may acquire a reputation second 
to none In the state. 

Mr Dickinson said that he had re- 
ceived no complaints relative lo t lie con- 
dition of the high school, lie was much 
surprised that all the communications 
and complaints had been addressed to 
Mr. Hell, lie thought 110 jnkt reason ex- 
isted for such complaints mid, be added, 

1 think the high school in this city is one 
of the best managed in the Common- 
wealth. 

Mr. l’utnoy said that he thought Mr. 
Hell ought to visit the high school and 
ascertain its workings before rccom 
mending an investigation. When 1 be- 
came a member of this board six years 
ago, lie added. I visited the high school 
and ciuitinued to visit it iintil 1 was in a 
position lo come into tlie board ready to 
act intelligently. ’The present condition 
of tlie’.bigb school is as near perfection 
ns possible. In making this statement 1 . 
speak advisedly, and my experience as a , 
teacher, I think, enables me to form a 
correct judgment of tlie school's condi- 
tion. 

Mr. llornbrooko said that lie bad vis- 
ited the high school and that lie had 
nothing to urge against its general man- 
agement. There might be friction and 
unequal work hero and there, he contin- 
ued, tmt as a whole the school was well 
managed under existing circumstances. 

I must say, however, that I have heard 
many complaints relative to the condi- 
tion" of tlio school. 1 have heard those 
complaints bn every hand — it seems to 
be in the air, and I have deeply de- 
plored it. No definite charges arc 
made and the criticisms appear to be 
very vague, yet I think the board might 
determine Whether there is any reason 
for this feeling regarding the school' on 
the part ofaflarec number of citizens. I 1 
am sorry to say that there is a wide- 
spread feeling throughout the city that 
the condition of tlie high school is not 
what it should be. 

Mr. Lawrence seconded what Mr. 
Ilornbrookc lijid said. “ I must say,” 
said the speaker, “that the complaints 
alluded to have not been confined to Mr. 
Bell. I have received many complaints 
relative to the high school, and the con- 
clusion that I have rcaMied is that the 
school is not entirely wrong, but that 
something should he done to dissipate 
the existing feeling of dissatisfaction. It 
seems to me, therefore, that some action 
on the part uf this hoard is called for to 
i correct this widespread opinion concern- 
ing the school as demonstrated by the 
vote last November.” 

Mr. Putney— Is it right for these men 
to come in here and ask for places on a 
proposed committee of investigation? 
What necessity exists forsuck an mvesti- 
1 gation? Why, some of the best and most 
representative citizens of tlio city extoll 
the present condition of the high school. • 

Mrs. Davis— Stories regarding the poor 
condition of the schools and improper 
conduct of the teachers are constantly 
coming up, hut arc found to be without 
] foundation of truthfulness. 

Mr. Putney— When the new members 
of the iCTool board have visited the high 
school and inspected its condition and 
system of management, I shall be ready 
to vote for such a recommendation. 

Mr. Hull — My only purpose in this inat- 
tei is to get at the true condition of the 
; school. My motives are conscientious 
and honorable. 1 have no desire to cast 
any Imputations or reflections upon any j 
one ; 1 simply wish to get al the facts. 1 
Is there a member of the board who 1 
would prejudice his character by giving 1 
a false report of the school’s condition? 

I think not; 110 member of this board 
would be so false to bis trust. 

Mr. Ilale — 1 think that the gentleman 
could get at the condition of the high 
school in some other way, avoiding pub- 
lic investigation. Such a public investi- 
gation lias a tendency to demoralize the 
school. 1 hope that Mr. Hell will make a 
personal investigation, aed then, if good 
and sufficient reasons are advanced, this 
hoard, I think, will lie ready to vote for 
the appointment of a committee to in- 
vcs'ig.ite the condition of the school. 

Mr. Travis— This is a difficult subject, j 
to get at. I suppose that all the mem- 
bers of the hoard are interested in the 
welfare of the high school. 1 feel sorry 
that this matter has come up. It is be- 
fore us, however, and must lie met. The ' 
first thing to consider is w hether it is j 
necessary to make such an investigation 
as is proposed by tlie motion of Mr. Hull. 

Is there any existing condition that wai- 
rauts an investigation of the scholarship 
and deportment of the high school sti - 
dents? Every member of the board must 
speak from bis own experience in tlie 
niatter. When I came to Newton four 
years ago, I beard that there was trouble 
at the high school. That trouble re- ' 
suited in a change— the board voted one 
man out and voted another man in. The 
result of that action created a very wide- 
spread feeling of dissatisfaction through- 
out the city. At the time of that action 
and for a period thereafter, it was a com- 
mon thing to hear people discussing the 
high school. All sorts of statements | 
were made concerning it. Ii would seem ' 
as though an unfortunate condition of 
affairs existed in the school. Thu gene- 
ral sentiment of tlie people lias shown 
that a change was desired in tlie make- 
up of the school board, and why? There 
was every indication of trouble some- 
where. I had hoped that no mole would 
lie heard of the old trouble, and that the 
whole difficulty would gradually pass out 
of sight. 1 feel sorry that tin- matter 
has again come up through the motion 
of Mr. Hell, yet 1 believe that there are 
certain difficulties that you cannot put 
down or put out of sight until you have 
met them and answered them. Would it 
not lie wise, then, to make Ihe proposed 
investigation? Suppose that the board 
entrusts that investigation to tlio liigb 
school committee? Fill one, 1 should 
vole in favor of it. I think that it would 
lie iintyise to let the maltcr go hy. It is, 
of course, within the power of the hoard 
to vote down the proposed investigation 
01 authorize it through the appointment 
of a proper committee, le t the investi- 
gation be made, and when tlie committee 
reports, the errors, ii any in the school, ; 
can he corrected or the charges proved 
groundless. 1 have given up all hope of 
evei being familiar with all tlie details of 
a groat school like the high school. A 
sub-committee of the board may acquire 
a know ledge of the school's condition 
and needs. The investigation may fur- 
nish tlie evidence which will forever put 
down the talk about the condition of 111 1 


high school. 1 should like to licnr Hint 
committee report that the criticisms 
were groundless and that loyalty and en- 
thusiasm on the part of the pupils was 
apparent in the school work. 1 have 
been told that the printed statement of 
tin* former Chairman of tlio board, rela- 
tive to the stnndlng of the scholars who 
entered college this year was indirect. 
Students of the school have vouchsafed 
this information. It is • nay for us to ob- 
tain tlie statistics from l’rosidenl Eliot 
and the beads of other colleges, and if 
the statements made by that former 
member of tlio board are found to be col- 
lect, there can be no more denial. As a 
member of the board, it is my intention 
to give my loyal support to Hie superin- 
tendent and the teachers in the interests 
of the schools of the city. I must be 
convinced, therefore, that there is some- 
thing wrong before advocating any 
change in the school methods and man- 
agement. We must settle this matter 
once and for all 1 therefore offer as an 
amendment to Mr. Hell's motion Hint in 
place of the appointment of newly elected 
members of tlio hoard as a committee of 
investigation, there be unpointed the 
present high school committee. 

The amendment was seconded by ltov. 
A. E. Lawrence, who said: “I have full 
confidence in the high school committee 
and 1 am willing to abide by the conclu- 
sions it forms in this matter. My loyalty 
to the liigb school is unbroken ami I am 
only interested in the welfare and suc- 
cess of the city. 

Mr. Hell— 1 am unwilling lo accept, the 
amendment. I believe that tlie investi- 
gating committee should consist of new 
material, fresh blood, unbiased by any 
previous opinions that may have boon 
formed ot the condition of the .school. 

A yen and liav vote was taken oil tlio 
amendment, which was passed by a vote 
of in to J, Messrs Hell and Parker voting 
in tlie negative. 

Mr. Putney moved that Mr. Travis’ 
name lie added to the committee, lie 
said that lie was pleased by Hie tone of 
Mr. Travis’ remarks and hoped that lie 
would be given a place on the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Hell— I don’t question the honest 
intent of tlie high school committee, but 
it will be remembered that two of its. 
members signed a report last year in 
which the statement is made that the 
nil'll school is one of the very best in the 
state. 1 want to gut at the true facts. I 
have no desire to prosecute any scheme 
or throw discredit upon any one. 1 offer 
as an amendment that the names of Mr. 
George C. Travis and V. A. Drew bo 
added to tlio committee. Tlie amend- 
ment passed and the original order was 
then passed as amended. 

Mr. Dickinson asked for information, 
lie wished to know what was meant by 
an examination of the scholarship anil 
deportment of tlie pupils of the high 
school. 

Mr. Hell — I want to get at the standing 
of evoiy scholar, to ascertain how many 
are in grade A, U or 0, in order to make 
comparisons with other schools. 1 want 
to know whether the teachers arc com- 
petent— in short, the exact condition of 
the school. If the committee submits a 
unanimous report, which is favorable to 
the school, it will be given my earnest 
ond hearty support. 

On motion of Mr. Lawrence, it was 
voted to appoint a special committee of 
tlireo to inquire into and report as to 
the expediency of establishing a collegi- 
ate training school for boys and girls as a 
part of the present public school training. 
It was voted on motion of same gentle- 
man to appoint a special committee of 
three to inquire into and report as to 
the expediency of introducing calisthen- 
ic drill in all the schools under the su- 
pervision of a competent insti uctor. The 
committee on salaries was requested to 
report on the amount of salary to lie paid 
first assistant teachers f or the ensuing 
year. 

Tiik school reports for 1881) are printed 
and in tlie bands of the superintendent 
ol schools for distribution. The repot t j 
makes a pamphlet of some 70 pages and j 
was printed at the Git A mile office.

N. B. — The exigencies of the drama 
are responsible for his making his 
appearance here, instead of waiting, 
as it is more usual, at tlie church. 

Peter t meditatively)— The golden sands 
of my celibacy are running low— soon 
falls the final grain ! Yet even now, the 
glass I would not turn. My Emily is

THE CZAR'S FOUR HUNDRED. 

Rolngs of (IIIiIbiI Youth In St. IVti>rilHir(. 

Iluilrniid I h'.ot liriitl*, 

Herr von I’rosknivetz, an Austrian no- 
bleman and traveler, has just published a 
Itookful of stories cmieeriiing t ho bad 
side of Russian life as be saw it in a (wo 
years' trip tlinmcli the country, Tiie ! 
most striking peculiarity of Russian rail- 
way travel, he thinks, is the Inr-o num- 
ber of deadheads in the high priced com- 
partments of the coupes. Between Mos- 
cow mid St. Potersliurg lie shared n first 
class compartment with a dragoon olll- 
cor. The guard took Herr von I’rosko- 
wetz's ticket, hut said nothing to the offi- 
cer. For some time after they wore . 
left alone together the military man eyed | 
the Austrian nobleman curiously, and 
finally asked: 

“Did you really liny u first class ticket?'' 

Von Proskowetz confessed that lie did. 

“And your good money is squandered 
beyond recall You ought to have done 
ns I did. I gave the guard a rouble and 
a cigar. He is a good fellow and doesn't 
Itolhcr nliont tickets." 

Proskowetz suggested that a dragoon 
officer might do tilings Hint a foreigner 
mightn't. . 

“Yes. I Iml mny lie so," answered his 
companion, “hut just think of tiie fun 
you might lmve hud with the fifteen 
roubles you squandered on a ticket.” 

Herr von Proskowetz gathered sonic 
interesting statistics and tnado notes on 
some quei r things while in Russia. 

Since 18.V> the population of St. Pe- 
tersburg bus fallen I nin 801.000 to 842,- 
000. This falling off has taken place 
among the working people, and may lie 
ascribed to the wictclicduessof the quar- 
ters in which the workingmen at die cap- 
ital are obliged to live. Ouc-tcnlh of the 
workingmen’s lodgings are in cellars. 
When higher up. however, the accom- 
modations are little better. A working- 
mail's sleeping room has usually only 
one window, and is occupied at night by 
between l -n anil fifty other laborers. 

Herr von Proskowetz’s opinion of litis 
sian society is pretty poor. The young 
men in Moscow's 400. lie thinks, are 
about the most reckless and extravagant 
in the world, and arc always full of a de- 
sire to smash iluiigs. A man, therefore, 
who gives a stag dinner at a Moscow res 
taurant or hotel invariably contracts to 
pay for tho meal “inclusive of crockery." 
As soon tis the lust dish lias been served 
his guests begin to slam tilings about tiie 
room, and before the last bottle of wine 
lias been served the iloor is carpeted with 
small bits of the service, tiie mirrors and 
tiie pictures from the wall. In the Win- 
ter garden the young bloods drive their 
sticks through the fish globes ami hew 
down all the flowers and shrubs they 
can get at. They are not altogether bad 
however, for they pay the proprietor 
lavishly for everything they destroy. 

Another freak of the lively young men 
in Moscow is to hire tin elephant for an 
evening and get it drunk on champagne. 
About six months ago a young blood 
beat the record for originality by giving 
his friends a dinner, at which the only 
meat was t lie pork from a trained pig. 
Imughl of its trainer by the host for 14,- 
000 roubles. At least that was the story 
the host told in good fait li to his friends 
at tiie beginning of tiie feast. He learned 
the next day Hint the owner of the pig, 
Clown Tun to, Imd swindled him by sub- 
stituting a common pig for the educated 
animal. A lawsuit followed, but before 
it could lie decided Tanto and his pig 
and tiie 14,000 roubles in question got 
out of the country. 

The Moscow dudes and officers have 
also an overweening passion for the stars 
of tho cafe cluiiitants and for gypsy 
street singers, whom l hey marry with 
astonishing frequency. Ilerr von Pros- 
kowetz tells till these stories of the czar's 
400 with perfect seriousness, and pre- 
sents abundant proof of their truth. His 
opinion is that tiie hall' lias not been told 
of the unique mildness of Russian fash- 
ionable life. — New York Sun.

1888 . As the shipments from Ceylon uro ; 
now very large tho customs' commission- i 
el's have issued a general order, dated 
Dei 1 . 00, 1880, directing t hat for Hie flit- j 
lire tho imports thence aro to be shown 
separately, and that the sumo distinction 
shall be observed with regard lo-.tea 
taken out of bond for consumption. The 
distinctions will therefore be “Uritisli 
East India," “Ceylon," "Clilim" (inelud- 
ing Hong Kong and Macoa) and "oilier 
countries," mid the statements of the ex- 1 
ports of tea will also lie based oil the j 
same plan as regards the country of prv- 
dliction or origin. — Montreal Star. . j

“We find youths, young girls, and es- 
pecially married women, making a prac- | 
tice of this sin. If you deliberately visit 
a fortune teller you are indulging in a 
mortal sin. If you go out of pure I 
thoughtlessness it is not so bad, Imt il is 
ti sin nevertheless. It is Hie same tiling 
as going to mi idol and giving your heart 
to il. This is idolatry of tiie worst kind. 

I would like to impress on your mind 
that fortune tellers compose t ho worst 
characters in the community. One class | 
of the business is fortune telling anil tiie 
other is the seduction and ruin of youth, j 
To my own personal knowledge 1 know 
of persons who have been ruined by 
consulting these people. 1 warn all per- 
sons of the congregation, and hope you 
will extend this knowledge, that it is a 
mortal sin against the first eoininaml- 
menl. Avoid them and their nefarious 
business, for t lie designs they have on 
the morality of youth.” — Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.
